Third test well considered 


A recommendation from Bryan White- 
head of Geo-Environ, Toronto that a third 
try be made for a well site at the site of the 
present standpipe or another proposed site 
was tabled by Madoc Village council 
pending the results of a water quality test 
on the second test well. 

Mr. Whitehead’s advice was given on 
the basis of the fact that as'soon as S50 
gallons per minute is pumped the water 
level and yields drop considerably. He 
considers that the well would average out 
at 150 gpm rather than the 200 gpm first 
measured. 

Councillor lan Connerty questioned the 
recommendation stating that if the village 
has doubled its supply with the 150 gpm 


perhaps there was no need for further — 


drilling. He said that the installation of 
water meters would bring an estimated 10 
per cent decrease in consumption so that 
there should be sufficient supply. 


Deputy-reeve Daryl Kramp agreed with 
Mr. Connerty but had some reservations 
when the industrial factor was considered. 
He said that if three industries were to 
locate in Madoc their demand could dry up 
the new. well. The old well ts only 
borderline sufficient, he said, so the village 
would be put in the same situation again. 

He did wonder at the sudden drop in the 
number of gallons per minute saying that 
he felt suspicious that it should have 
happened at the same time as the first sign 
that council might not go along with more 
money. for further drilling. 

Councillor Joe Ash said that it was only 
one in SO industries that wanted that 
volume of water. We drill now, he added, 
for problems that may happen 25 years 
from now? 


Reeve Tom Deline replied that—if 
council's predecessors had had more 
foresight they would not be paying now. 
He suggested that they should look ahead

One of the unnoticed casualities of the 
closing of the Marmoraton Mine was the 
Marmora and District Community Cregijt 
Union. In its fourteen years of existence, 
the credit union had been largely a 
mine-oriented concern, its largest deposit 
each week coming from money which the 
Marmoraton Mining company deducted 
for the members and the largest 
percentage of its membership being mine 
members. Once the mine closed, credit 
union assets plunged. Always small, its 
$35,000 total a year ago now has been 


- reduced to $20,000. 


‘Most of the money putvinto the 
bank goes out of the area. The 
money in the credit union stays in 
Marmora. It can be. used to 
provide quick, fair loans to people 
who need it’’. 


On Monday, January 22, the Credit 
Union held a meeting to discuss its future. 
One thing was clear: things couldn’t go on 
the way ie were going. Either the 
organization had to join another, larger 
Credit Union - Belleville Community 
Credit Union. was there to aid in the 
discussion - or it had to put a push on to 
attract new members and build up its 
assets. 

Although not everyone is optomistic, the 
union has decided to give itself time - at 
least until the annual meeting in May, and 
perhaps as much as a year - to build itself 
up again and retain for the Marmora area 
what members see as a unique and 
valuable community service. : 

“A credit union .is. people helping 
péople’’ says Secretary-Treasurer Ann 
Pressick. “Banks help themselves. But 
credit unions are owned by the members. 
Interest rates are lower and dividends are 
higher than the banks. And often when 

le have been refused loans by the 
Fan s they have had no problems getting 
loans here.’ Mrs. Pressick tells the story 
of a Marmora man, “a respected citizen”’, 
who, unable to obtain a loan from the 
bank. approached the credit union and 
was granted a loan. ‘*He’s on our board of 
directors m@w and he thinks that the credit 
union is the greatest thing in the world. 
And there's lots of people like that.”’ 

According to Mrs. Pressick, who has for 
six years been the only paid employee and 
one of the mainstays of the Marmora 
branch, there are three keys to the credit 
union: savings, loans and active mem- 
bers. 

Savings are necessary to build up 
assets: assets in turn determine a number 
of things, including loan ceiling. The 
Marmora Credit Union, for instance, has a 
maximum loan of $2,000 or 10 percent of its 
assets. A year ago with assets of $35,000 it 
could lend up to $3,500. However, this does 
not continue ad infinitum. The Belleville 
Credit Union, for instance, can lend a 
maximum of $8,000 although it has assets 
of $5 million. Credit union by-laws and 
government regulations also come. into 
play. The Belleville Credit Union can take 
mortgages up to $45,000 though. 

Other advantages of growth include the 
ability of a branch to run_chequing 
accounts. Bellevile can offer them 
although Marmora cannot. Although there 
is no magi¢ number, both Mrs. Cherry of 
the Belleville Branch and Mrs. Pressick 
estimated that $500,000 in assets would be 
necessary. ‘‘It's more important that you 
be very, very active; there is no specific 
size’ Mrs. Cherry says. The Belleville 
operation can also offer a_ range of 
services including Registered Retirement 
Savings Plans, Registered Home Owner- 
ship Savings Plans, Guaranteed Invest- 
ment Certificates and Safety Deposit 
Boxes. 

Loans are necessary because, as Mr. 
Cherry says, “loans are the way we make 
profits for our shareholders,’’ Mrs. 
Pressick feels that this is one of the 
weaknesses of the Marmora branch at this 
time. “$2,000 isn't enough, You can’t buy a 
rug or trade a car on $2,000. So people 
aren't borrowing.’ The present economic 
climate has also made people more 
cautious about loans and this too has hurt 
the credit union's flow. , : 

The thing that sets a credit union off 
from a bank though is the fact that it is run 
by members. Hence the third necessary 
ingredient in a credit union: member 
participation. In‘Marmora there are 13 
unpaid officers of the union: a seven 


-member board of directors and the Credit 


Committee and Supervisory Committee, 
each made up of three people. 

The Credit Committee approves all 
loans; the supervisory committee audits 
the credit union books évery month. The 
Board of Directors is the main decision- 


making body of the credit union, meeting 
monthly to review the state of affairs and 
making the less important decisions. 

“Ally the important decisions - new 
bylaws, changed bylaws, important finac- 
ial decisions have to go before the 
shareholders. ‘‘Mrs. Pressick said. ‘‘They 
make the big decisions.” 

In the past, according to Mrs. Pressick, 
the credit union has had trouble getting 
people to sit on the Board of Directors and 
the committees. ‘‘The president (Mr. 


Robert Young) has held that position for’ 


ten years. That’s too long. He’s done his 
service and its time for other people to 
come forward.” 

Lately the credit union has started on a 
slight upswing. There’ have been ten or 
twelve new members in the past few 
months and it was partially interest of 
these new members that made the credit 
union decide to give themselves more time 
before considering amalgamation with 
Belleville. 

One of the new members, and one of the 
people responsible for attracting other 


- people to the credit union, is Marmora 


lawyer Andre Philpot. He argues that the 


credit union can be saved if there is a/ 


more positive attitude taken towards: it. 
‘The more people who think it’s going 
down the drain, the more likely it is to fail. 
“To Mr. Philpot, the major attraction of 
the Credit Union is that it could use 
Marmora’s money to help Marmora. 
‘Most of the money put into the bank goes 
out of the area. The money in the credit 
union stays in Marmora. It can be used to 
provide, quick, fair loans to people who 
need it.” , 

One thing that augurs well for the Credit 


Union is the success it is meeting within 
“other parts of the country. The Belleville 


Credit Union, for instance, has doubled its 
assets in the past five or six years since it 
became a community credit union (before 
1972 it was the CNR Credit Union and only 
open to CNR Belleville employees). In this 


.* Bes 
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The Marmora Credit Union presently does 
its business one hour a week in the 


area Belleville, Kawartha and Peterboro 
Credit Unions are all aggressive, growing 
oncerns. “In Quebec”’ Mr. Philpot points 
out, “the Credit Unions are bigger than 
the banks. It’s an idea whose time has 
come”’. Mrs. Cherry echoes this sentiment 
“Within the past fifteen years, credit 
unions have really come to the forefront. 
They have really started to grow. People 
are taking a good look.” 

Because of this, Mrs. Cherry is another 
one who feels that the Marmora Credit 
Union could make a go of it. ‘‘They have 
been talking of dissolving, but if they give 
themselves a chance, they might be 
surprised. A good number of people are 
interested in the credit union. 

One problem that Marmora runs into is 
its extremely low profile: in fact, very few 
people are aware of its existence. It has 
rarely been advertised, outside of floats in 
the Santa\Claus Parade, and its office 
hours are one hour a week, 4:30 to 5:30 on 
Fridays’in the furnace room of Leo's 
Sports Shop. 

The office hours present a conundrum:, 
in order to grow a more obvious location 
and longer hours might be necessary. On 
the other hand, there would have to be 
greater growth to justify tHe expense of 
more time since, although the sport shop 
offers the space rent free, Mrs. Pressick is 
paid for the time she puts in. At the 
moment, there is a move afoot to give the 
credit union into a more prominent 
storefront location and give it office space 
where it could keep its files; at present no 
expansion of hours is being considered. 

Another consideration is advertising. 
Belleville, Peterborough and Kawartha 
Credit Unions all-use the media to push 
themselves. Belleville at the moment is 
advertising heavily on both radio and in 
the newspapers and has been doing so for 
six months. Mrs. Cherry says that she 
believes the advertising is effective but 
points out that sometimes, as in the case of 
their recent campaign, “Direct results are 
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furnished room of Leo's Sport Shop. They 
hope to move to a more conspicuous 
location in the near future.

small. Our membership hasn't grown all 
that much in the past six months. But then 
when we're advertising, we're not just 


advertising ourselves but credit unions in - 


general. It might be helping another credit 
union more than ourselves.”’ 


The Marmora Credit Union may begin 


to advertise itself more widely, soon 
depending on the decision of an upcoming 
board of directors meeting. 

One thing a credit union can offer that a 
bank can’t is a payroll deduction play 
whereby money can be put directly into a 
savings account. This was the case with

the Marmoraton Mine employees here 
Belleville has a number of such plans, 
including CNR to the tune of $80,000 per 
week and Stanley Structures for $10.000. 
Smaller companies, the city of Belleville. 
the town of Napanee, the Hastings Manor 
Retirement Home, all have ‘such pro- 
grams as well. Mr. Philpot feels that this 
is a direction the Marmora Credit Union 
should go in, approaching the larger 
employers such as Fisher Stoves. Centre 
Hastings Nursing Home, the IGA when it 
gets started up again. 

Mr. Philpot also suggests that it is 
something that the Business Association 
and the small businesses in town should 
get interested in, because it keeps the 
Marmora money:working for the com- 
munity. Although credit unions can only 
give loans to individuals. not to business- 
es, loans can be used for business 
purposes, Mrs. Cherry reports. In 
Belleville, because of the chequing 
accounts, a number of smaller businesses 
use the credit union instead of the bank for 
their day. to day business. 

It is apparent that most of the people 
involved, even those pessimistic about the 
credit union’s ability to survive indepen- 
dently want the credit union to go on. Mrs 
Pressick feels that it may have been left 
too late. She says. that, even with the 
people joining, the amount of assets has 
declined in the last few months by people 
shortsightedly withdrawing ‘‘Because 
they don’t feel its any. good to them any 
more’’. This is a big mistake she argues. 
because all credit union shares are 
insured and loans are automatically paid 
off upon the death of the member. “If you 
have $500 in your account and $1000 in 
loans, the loans will automaticaly be paid 
and your beniliciary will automatically 
receive double what's in the account, up fo 
$1,000. Where else can you get that at no 
extra charge”’’ However, like everyone 
else, Mrs. Pressick wants to see the credil 
union grow. I'd like to see it get big and 
work for this town. The way some credit 
unions have grown is unbelievable.” 

Marmora has more room to expand in 
than just the village. Marmora and 


District includes the townships of Mar- 


mora Lake, Madoc and Rawdon and the 
village of Madi ¢ and, because Stirling sits 
on the Rawdon-Sidney boundary line. halt 
of the village of Stirling. If Marmorites 
are unaware of the credit union, then these 
communities are even more in the dark. 


yet the credit union has'as much potential ; 


to serve them as it does Marmora. 

Amalgamation with Belleville would 
have some positive immediate effects for 
the union - it would raise the loan ceiling, 
allow for chequing accounts and the like. 
However it would mean that Marmora 
would lose some and eventually 
perhaps all of the services it could offer. In 
the immediate future it’s likely that 
deposits and withdrawals could be made 
through Marmora ‘but loans would have to 
be approved in Belleville. It’s also true that 
this might not be continued if the 
Belleville Credit Union didn’t feel the 
service was warranted by the use. 

Right now the credit union would seem 
to be a community resource that the 
community, through ignorance or lack of 
interest, is not using and stands in a 
position to lose. The response in the next 
few months will tell the tale. —_

wood and bush would be cut and reduced 
to wood chips which would be burnt in a 
boiler to produce steam to power a 


generator which would produce e ectricity.. 


‘This is not a complex technology,’’ he 
said.’'We are not advocating clear cutting 
but proper wood management. Waste 
wood and perhaps later hybrid poplars 
would be burned thus in no way 
interferring with local timber operations.”’ 

The beauty of renewable energy such as 
wood burning, according to Mr. Dennis, is 
that it is a véry localized thing. The 
generating plants are small and provide 
employment in many different areas, 
rather than’concentrating in larger centres. 

The concept of the wood-fired gener- 
ating station was recommended for 
Eastern Ontario by the Wayman Report to 


the Royal Commission on Electric Power’ 


Planning in July 1978. That report stated 
that an important part of the planning of 
such plants was participation by local 
residents as well as political represent- 
atives. . 

The location of such plants, Mr. Dennis 


said, should be a technical decision not a / 


political one. He suggested that the plant 
being considered in Centre Hastings 
should not be situated near an existing 
oopulation centre, primarily because of the 
location of wood supply. 

‘The employment to be generated is not 
for an existing village but for all of Centre 
dastings,’’ he said. 


Connerty: 
.. Funds are available 


The story of CHORD has been one of 
success to this point, Madoc councillor and 
CHORD member Ian Connerty told the 
Marmora meeting Wednesday night. 

The recommendation by the Centre 
Hastings Organization for Resource 
Development that a_ pilot wood-electric 
plant be built in the Centre Hastings area 
as soon as possible first received approval 
by the Village of Madoc and Madoc 
Township councils on January 2. Since that 
time the Madoc hydro commission and the 
Moira River Conservation Authority have 
concurred with the resolution. 

The proposal was taken to Hastings 
County Council Jan.8 by Madoc Reeve

Tom Deline. At that time it was referred to 
the Rural Development Committee. Jan. 30 
the Rural Development Committee met 
with representatives of Ontario Hydro the 
Ministry of Energy and the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. Following a frank 
exchange of information a positive decision 
appears to have been made’ by the 
committee, Mr. Connerty said. He 
expressed the hope that the positive trend 
would continue and that County Council 
would approve the eee in principle. 

Wednesday CHORD received further 
encouragement when representatives of 
the organization - accompanied by Ron 
Vastokas. federal Liberal candidate in 
Hastings-Frontenac, met with Alastair 
Gillespie, Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Resources “in Ottawa. The minister, 
according to Mr. Connerty, stated that he 
was certainly ‘supportive and would do 
anything to-assist the project. 

Since provincial jurisdiction is involved, 
however, the minister could only give his 
support. The choice of location for such 
projects remains with the provincial 
Minister of Energy James Auld. 

Mr. Connerty explained that the federal 
and provincial governments are close to 
signing a contract for between $58 and 
$100 million to be devoted entirely to 
renewable energy. If these funds are 
available to build a pilot project to test the 
feasibility of a wood-electric plant in 
Ontario then why not in Centre Hastings, 
he asked. 

There are potentially 200 employment 
opportunities involved in the harvesting, 
chipping, delivering and operation of such 
a plant. In addition Chamber of Commerce 
figures indicate that for every industrial job 
created there are four service jobs created. 
This means more opportunity for our young 
people to remain in this area and thus for 
our tax bases to remain level, he said. ; 


Neate: 
Value to proposal 


‘Don’t put all your feathers into the hat 
of economics,’ John Neate, consultant to 
the Porter Commission on Electric Power 
Planning told the CHORD meeting 
Wednesday night. ‘‘There is a surplus -of 
electricity so it is hard to justify building a 
generating plant but if you take into 
consideration co-generation, the joint. 
production of heat and electricity, and its 
employment possibilities you might sacri- 
fice economics for potential.”’ 

The key to the idea of renewable 
energies such as wood is the local 
applications; he continued. It creates jobs 


. and eliminates disparity between areas. 


Co-generation refers to the use of heat 
created in the plant in other related 
industries. One ssibility Mr. Neate 
mentioned was the heating of green- 
houses. 

He explained that as far as producing 
cheap electricity a wood-fired plant would 
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not compete with Ontario Hydro but look at 
the other factors, he said. 

‘There is a lot of value in the proposal, 
many people are looking for a spot to try 
out the project. If you do not consider it 
seriously you will be kicking yourself in the 
future,’’ he said. 


Bradford: - 


Energy back to area 


One area that is also interested in 
obtaining the site of the pilot wood-electric 
lant is Sharbot Lake, the CHORD meeting 
ednesday was told by John-Peter 
Bradford of the North Frontenac Commun- 
ity Services Organization. 

The organization he represents has 
recognized that_social problems cannot be 
solved without first solving economic 
aks eh The root of the social problems, 

e said, is in the sagging economy. Thus 
his organization has decided to spend the 
next three years creating a self-reliant 
climate not planned by outside forces but 
by those within North Frontenac. 

His solution was identical to CHORD’s a 
wood electric plant. His idea for 
co-genezation was fish farming. However, 
since Sharbot Lake falls within the common 
Tweed hydro area he thought that rather 
than fight the Centre Hastings ‘drive he 
might better give it further support so that 
all may benefit. 

He was enthusiastic about the idea of the 
greenhouses to supply local vegetable 
needs and the jobs that it would create. 
Co-generation, he_ noted, increases the 
efficiency of wood-fired plants from 30 per 
cent to 60 ver cent. 

“This project would put energy back 
into our area and create a healthy diversity 
So would nourish our communities,’’ he 
said. 


Vonk: 


Why waste scrub 


‘‘What’s wrong with a pilot project, that 
is the only way to see what will happen,’ 
Wim Vonk, District Manager of the Tweed 
District of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources, said Wednesday at the 
information meeting held by the Centre 
Hastings Organization for Resource 


Development in Marmora. 


‘‘Philosophically the ministry would be 
agreeable to the proposal. If the market is 
there and if it is feasible to remove the 
trees which are too small and have been 
left in the bush as waste then why not do 
something useful with them?”’ 

The removal of the scrub does not 
have to be destructive, he said, in fact it 
may be helpful to the forest to remove 
wood that is not productive or economical. 
It will then allow the forests to be 
refurbished to better stands. 

However, Mr. Vonk cautioned against 
thinking that there would be major 
employment in the area of growing hybrid 
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poplars within the Canadian Shield. His 
ministry, he said, has done studiesMelated 
to the ing of hybrid poplars and has 
found that, that technique is only suitable 
to submarginal land south of number seven 
highway, not on shield conditions. 


He also stated that the ministry had no 
jurisdiction over private land anci could not 
tell private landowners what to do. 


Braden: 
Don't study it to death 


. 'Norm Braden described’ some otf the 
technical aspects of the proposed wood- 
fired generating station comparing it to the 
Vermont plant he visited last week with 
other members of CHORD to the CHORD 
meeting Wednesday in Marmora. 

The proposed 15 megawaft plant for, 
Centre Hastings is very small be any 
standards, he said. It would provide 
electricity for two-thirds of the Tweed 
hydro district. 

The plant would burn wood chips the 
size of a match book. To keep it fueled 
would require the annual forest growth of 
one and one-half townships, he. said. In 
productive land the nine. townships 
considered to make up Centre Hastings 
have three times as much land as would be 
necessary to fuel the plant.

the two years of construction. Between 20 
and 30 men would be needed to run three 
shifts in the plant. Between 35 and 48 
would be employed in harvesting; 10 would 
be .used in transportation and two in 
maintenance.

Each year a different slogan has been 
used to hel emphasize the objectives of 
the week. is year the slogan is Sight 
Saved Can Be Shared. 

Explained Mr. Collrin, ‘‘It effectively 
illustrates the particular theme for this 
year. The accent is on safeguarding your 
vision. But it is also hoped that the public

Energy from garbage 


Ontario has agreed to contribute up to 
$500,000 for the design and econoniic 
evaluation of a proposed energy recovery 
plant that could incinerate up to one-third 
of Toronto’s garbage in the 1980's. 

Energy Minister James Auld said the 
plant, if built, would be the largest 
energy-from-waste facility in Canada to 


burn municipal ‘garbage and would help _ 


resolve pressing problems of municipal 
waste disposal. . 

The Province has offered to share the 
two-vear cost of up to $2 million for project

The proposed. $80-million energy re- 
covery (plant, would burn an estimated 


700,000 tons of garbage a year, converting 


to steam the energy recovered for use in a 
district heating network linking buildings 
in downtown Toronto from south of Bloor 
Street to the waterfront. The energy 
recovered would be equivalent to 750,000 
barrels of oil a year. A barrel of heavy oil 
used as fuel in many existing central 
heating plants now costs approximately 
$13.50 delivered in Toronto. 

The plant would also have the capacity 
to supply central heat to buildings in 
redevelopment areas in downtown Tor- 
onto, such as the St. Lawrence project. 

“The technology for direct burning of 
garbage to recover energy has been tested 
and proven in plants in North America and 
Europe, including Quebec City and 
Montreal. We are interested in demon-. 
strating the application of this technology 
in a total system incorporation district 
heating,’’ Mr. Auld said. 

The Province’s contribution will assist 
the municipalities to develop the project to 
the stage that private sector interests can 
determine whether to invest. 

“While burning garbage to recover its 
energy potential will never totally 
eliminate the need for landfill, it will go 
some way to contributing to the solution of 
fea problem”’ the Energy Minister 
said. 

In addition to the proposed $80-million 
plant, Ontario is working in conjunction 
with Metro Toronto’s Commissioners 
Street Incinerator that could recover the 
energy equivalent of 240,000 barrels of oil 
from 200,000 tons of garbage. ' 

In total, the two plants could provide the 
energy equivalent of about 1 million 
barrels of oil through burning an 
estimated 900,000 tons of garbage a year. 
In Metro, about 2 million tons of*garbage 
now are produced annually.

“One of the real concerns of our 


sociation is the fact that 73 per cent of 
ie skilled tradesmen in this country are 
over 50 years of age. Seventy-five per cent 
{4 those skilled tradesmen were trained in 

foreign country. We have reached the 
‘age now. as a result of our falling dollar, 
‘at we are no longer attracting the skilled 
ibor we once were, so must begin training 
ur own tradesmen.”’ 

Mr. Graham suggested that Canadian 
adustry was not holding up its end of the 
raining by offering more apprenticeship 
:pportunities. But at the secondary school 


- ovel the opportunities for students to 


aclude_ technical subjects in their 


curriculum has increased and next year 
will see even broader horizons made 
available to those entering grade nine. 
Beginning this September technical 
subjects will be offered in packages. If, for 
instance, a student chooses automobile 
mechanics then he must also take 


woodworking or if he chooses drafting he 
will .take drafting as well. This, 
according to Mr. Gordon, will give the 
student exposure to a wider variety of 
subjects. 

“Students tend to choose one option, 
then if they like it they continue in that 
avenue without exploring others. This 
package system will encourage explor- 
ation,’’ he said. 

More doors are being opened all the 
time for students who take technical 
options. At one time it was thought that 
students who chose technical options 


. would not be able to gain admission to 


university. This is just not the case today, 
Mr. Graham explained. 

“The most ideal type of program for 
students to take is one with some math, 
some English, some science, some 
technical and some commercial subjects.

That gives them a varied background 
from which to choose any direction after 
grade 12 or 13. They can go into business, 
college, university or an apprenticeship 
program.”’ 

Another advantage of taking some 
technical courses, Mr. Graham pointed 
out, is that it proves to be useful to any 
homeowner. You are able to fix a switch or 
do minor mechanical repairs to the car. 
These skills are very valuable considering 
the price of repairs these days. - 

The technical department at Centre 
Hastings offers two unique courses for 
students who are planning to continue 
their studies at a university. One is 
engineering problems which requires a 
background. of four years of drafting= It 
involves developing problem-solving skills 
and using creative thinking to apply 
techniques related to design. Students are 
assigned individual research assignments 
and projects, none being the same as 
another student. 

The other course is in the experimental 


stage and must receive approval each” 


year by the Ministry of Education since it 
is outside the normal guidelines. It is 
Engineering drawing. This course incor- 
porates in one year: all the drafting 
covered in three years. 

There are six full-time teachers in the 
technical department including Mr. 
Graham. They are Grant Stapley, 
assistant department head, Joe Campbell 
who is temporarily replacing the late Jim 
McNabb who taught machine shop; 
Lockie Morrison who teaches electrical; 
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Sheila Clement, Robbie Trenear, Don

Les Tarrant, drafting, woodworking and 
machine shop; Laslow Decsi, drafting, 
small engines and auto mechancis. There 
are, in addition, two part-time teachers: 
Bud Sutton, woodworking and Ed Sykes, 
small engines. 

The technical department has been in 
operation since 1961. Mr. Graham is very 


- proud of the faet that in those 17 years 


there have been no lost time accidents in 
the department. Safety receives a great 
deal of emphasis in the program, he 
explained. The students monitor their 
machines and are tested yearly on safety 
precautions in shops, in industry, driving 
and on the farm. Through the safety. 
regulations the fears of students are 
reduced and as yet no student has refused 
to work on a piece of equipment because 
they feel it is unsafe. 

Keeping machines in repair is beginning 
to cause financial problems owing to 


- reduced-government assistance. Much of 


the equipment was purchased through 
federal grants in 1961 and is now due for 
repair or replacement. 

Mr. Graham feels that the money will be 
forthcoming because he sees the need for 
skilled tradesmen becoming increasingly 
important. For this same reason he 
suspects that technical subjects may even 
become compulsory in the future, a path 
he does not support, since it limits 
individual choice, yet one which may 
become necessary to ensure that the 
future technical needs of the country are 
met.

Mr. Cumming lives on the shores of 
Belmont Lake about four miles from 
Havelock. He greeted my expected visit 
with a vigor that bespoke a vigorous mind, 
and he gave concise answers including 
dates to my questions which would make 
his memory the envy of anyone. 

He said the white rock deposits on the 
prey originally belonging to Norris 

itney Sr. have been known for at least 
50 years. These rocks are a form of 
limestone which were laid down under an 
ancient sea that covered this area millions 
of years ago. Through the milleniums 
some of the deposits have been subjected 
to different degrees of pressure and heat, 
changing them into marbles of varying 
degrees of hardness and purity. Pure 
limestone gives a good marble; if it is 
mixed with sand or other materials the 
grade is poorer; the hardness depends on 
the amount of ‘‘cooking’”’ the rock has 
undergone under pressure from volcanic 
activity. In speaking of the pressure 
forces he explained that over the millenia 
the sea bottom had been pushed upward. 
The earth’s crust is flexible like a rubber 
ball and as the crust undergoes shifting 
movements some points are pressed 
together and plates of rock are split and 
pushed one atop the other until in time 
what was once sea bottom is thousands of 
feet in thebair. “Right here at one time 
were found the highest mountains in the 
world’, he said. ‘“‘When? Oh, 4 or 500 
million years ago. And these mountains 
were 25,000 or 30,000 feet high. After 500 
million years of erosion and the abrasion 
of successive ice ages they have been 
scoured down to the rota and rocky 
remains we see around us.”’ 

About. 1900 Mr. Whitney opened a 
marble mine on his property, and the rock 
was shipped out with a view to use as 
building material. However, it did not 

rove hard enough for such use not having 
n ‘‘cooked”’ sufficiently in its ancient 
oven and mining was soon stopped. 

About 1940 the property on Blue 
Mountain Ridge where the present 
Nephton mine is located was ‘‘rediscover- 
ed’’. It had been mapped by government 
geologists, Barlow and Adams, in 1905 as a 


metallurgical curiosity and. of no com- 
mercial value since at the time no one 
knew of a use for nephaline syéhite. This 


‘type of rock deposit is a sodium rich form 


of granite with a low fusing point. It was 


not until about 1940 it was discovered to be 
useful as a competitor of feldspar, which 
was being used all over the world to make 
glass and in the manufacture of porcelain 
for bathtubs and similar objects. The 
North American feldspar deposits were 
controlled by powerful mining interests 
and they naturally tried to prevent the 
new syenite industry from taking over the 
feldspar market in the U.S. Quotas were 
placed on the import of the mineral to the 
U.S. from the Nephton mine which was by 
this time operating under a company 
known as Ventures Ltd. But the demand 
for the mineral plus the persistence of 
Ventures in getting the quota raised 


prevailed. Ultimately the deposit became - 


two companies. Ventures became In- 
dusmin and the second property owned by 
Flint and Spar was taken over by 
International Minerals and Chemical 
Company (IMC). The deposit at Nephton is 
so great, said Mr. Cumming, it will last for 
years or longer. 

This huge development influenced the 
thinking about the Whitney rock so that it

Then 
one day he took. a sample to his assay 
office and to his surprise the technician 
found it was infusible and not a form of 
syenite but actually a dolomite. So that 
spp all plans for commercial opening 
of the Whitney property as a syenite mine.

About 12 years ago, along came 
research ‘geologist Dr. William Young, 
who had checked out various known 
deposits of unmined ore in Ontario by 
studying the Ottawa records. He started’a 
study of the Whitney dolomite and found it 
to be a relatively pure calcite (calcium 
carbonate) which is one of the most 
versatile substances for use in hundreds of 
projects - to make white paper, plastics, 
as a filler in tires, and as the basis of 
‘nearly all heavy chemical industries. He, 
\like Mr. Cumming, estimated the deposit

Seeing possibilities in the property as a 
calcium carbonate producer, Dr. William 
Young negotiated with the old mining 
partners Cumming and Young for the 
mining rights, the purchase of which he 
just ey finalized. And-so, all things 
worked out for him, Dr. Young through the 
public company of Northumberland Mines 
may within six months or so get a viable 
industry operating on the property. 


Pit and 
Quarry — 
Study in area 


During the past summer, the mineral 
resources staff of the Lindsay District 
began a survey of abandoned sand and 
gravel pits and bedrock quarries. 

The study is designe 
Ministry: 1) in locating potential sources of 
aggregate; 2) encouraging the rehabili- 
tation of abandoned pits and quarries 
through canes a properties that would 
not otherwise rehabilitated and 3) 
enforcing the provisions of The Pits and 
Quarries Control Act. 

Many of the abandoned extraction sites 
were initially mapped from air photo- 
graphs and topographic sheets. Field 
surveys were then conducted to verify the 
site, its location, and record information on 
deposit type and optional resource 
remaining, disturbed acreages, surround- 
ing land bases, and other pertinent data. 

Although the study has not been fully 
completed, it has revealed some interest- 
ing facts. Over 600 properties have been 
inventoried as abandoned extraction sites 
in the Lindsay District, a District 
pipe some 6,475 square kilo- 
meters (2, 
properties were found to contain potential 
resources and those sites occurring in 
aggregate-poor municipalities could be 
particularly important sources of sand, 
gravel and crushed stone. There are also 
peopssaee that are depleted of materials, 
and in many instances, nature has taken its 
course in the regeneration of grasses, 
shrubs, and trees. Finally, the study has 
also revealed that private landowners, 
under their own initiative, have begun 
rehabilitation programs on old pits to 
increase land cage or add‘to the 
aesthetic and financial value of their lands.

Who knows what evil lurks in the hearts of men? 

When regulations or guidelines are set up, it should be ob- 
vious to those enforcing such guidelines what the rules of 
the game are. 

Lawyers, of course, make much hay out of interpreting 
those rules, especially when new legislation is passed. 
Judges spend time and tax money setting precedents for fu- 
ture lawyers and judges to peruse. 

But when a set of guidelines is passed which are too fuzzy 


_or too far outside the intent of the law to enforce, trouble 
- arises. 


This is exactly what has happened with the fedéral go- 
vernment’s recent set of guidelines for the National Farm 
Products Marketing Council. 

First, a bit of explanation. 


Legislation in many provinces allows farmers to organize 
their own marketing boards. This has been done for more 
than 30 products in Ontario. These boards must answer to 
the provincial farm products marketing councils. 


If they overstep the legislation, they are told about it and 
must take steps to correct any abuses. This provincial 
watchdog consists of farmers, a consumer-representative 
and members co-opted by the province. 


Now, we get to the national picture. If farmers deem it 
necessary, they can organize on a national basis. This has 
been done with the co-operation of nine of the 10 provinces 
for chicken, eggs and turkeys. 

Again, a national farm products marketing council sees 
that these national marketing boards do not overstep the let- 
ter and the spirit of the law. It is legal for farmers to or- 
ganize national marketing boards and the national council 
keeps a close eye on those agencies which are federal in 
scope 

Recently, the federal cabinet decided that present legisla- 


guidelines’ was decreed. 

Those guidelines have caused some rural toupees to hit 
the roof 

F'r instance’ the guidelines suggest that national council 


will be responsible for the wholesale and retail prices of 
chicken, eggs and turkeys. 

Whoever prepared those guidelines should read the legis- 
lation. The national farm products council can do nothing 
about the retail and wholesale price of those products. They 
do not have the power under the act. 

“I can't believe the guidelines were meant to be taken li- 
terally,’’ said Jim Boynton of Chesley, vice-chairman of the 
national council. “‘We — the council — do not have the auth- 
ority.”’ 

Council power over prices are clearly restricted to prices 
paid to farmers. The council has nothing to do with prices 
after the products leave the farm gate. 

‘The guidelines also say the council is to be responsible for 
wholesale and retail distribution prices and must have an 
eye on profits in the food chain for the products under its 
jurisdiction. 

Phooey! 

The federal government in all its power and manpower 
had too much trouble monitoring food prices during the 
price control binge and did a lousy job. How in the name of 
all that’s common sense can the cabinet expect a group of 
people on the farm council to do such things” 

The guidelines also get into the thorny problem of quotas 
and quota prices and the farm marketing council is being 
asked to prevent quota-policy differences between provin- 
ces which would tend to distort national production pat- 
terns. Boynton maintains quota policies and administration 
clearly are provincial matters. 

To make matters worse, June Menzies, former vice- 
chairman of the Anti-Inflation Board, has now become 
chairman of the national farm products marketing council. 
A consumer advocate, she could ride roughshod over the 
farmers on the council who have struggled long and hard to

I think the national farm products council.is going to have 
a rough time in the next few months. What they need now is

Semi crouch 


In loose snow, or unknown downhill trail 
sections, the semi-crouch is suitable to 
maintain good momentum, yet enables 
you to be prepared for sudden changes in 
the track. 

The body is quite erect so as to offer 
some wind resistance to slow your speed. 
Arms are held in front of you with péles 
angled backwards for quick retrieval if 
necessary. Knees are bent slightly to act 
as shock absorbers over changing terrain. 
A good forward stance gives you time to 
react. 


Racing crouch 


In well prepared tracks high speeds can be 
reached and maintained through the use 
of the familiar alpine racer’s egg-shaped 
crouch. = 

As with the semi-crouch, lean forward 
into the hill to avoid falling backwards. 

Tuck poles in closely to the body to limit 
air drag. Poles and back should almost be | 
parallel to the track. Elbows may rest on, 
or in front of the knees to ensure good 
breathing and no cramping of chest, 
cavity. A good forward lance prepares 
you for any changes in the track.

As a resident of Centre Hastings and as 
a taxpayer I was shocked and dismayed by 
the recent decision of the Hasting@#County 
Council not to support in principle the 
establishment of a pilot wood- power 
generating station in Centre Hastings. 

I cannot understand how men I assumed 


. would be somewhat aware of the current 


economic situation and the direction of new 
technologies could make such a decision. 
Have these men heard of the Royal 
Commission on Electric Power Planning 
which was released last September? 
Certainly they do not appear to be aware 
of the Wayman Report to that Commission 
which suggested that Ontario businesses 
would benefit by $170 million a year if 
three to five wood-fired power plants were 


* established. 


‘The establishment of wood-fired power 
stations offers Ontario a unique opportun- 
ity to reduce dependence on imported 
energy products and at the same time place 
itself in the-forefront of a new technological 
development which it can market world- 
wide,’’ that report stated.

Itis not that long ago that the AIB came 
into affect in the hope that some sort of 
brake could be put on the demands of 
Canadians that was slowly killing our 
ability to compete with other countries.

“catch up.” 

During the first nine months of 1978 the 
total lost time due to strikes and lockouts 
amounted to 5,558,550 man-days, com- 
pared to the 2,535,600 man-days lost in the 
same period of 1977.

‘*The OMMB has never dictated policy 
concerning the plant supply quota,’’ he 
said. “‘The system was chosen by the 
Ontario Dairy Council and the OMMB in 
1970 to help protect the small factories. who 
are now complaining about it.”’ { 

Mr. McKinnon said that he did not. agree 
that industrial milk and the cheddar 
industry were going to disappear. 

‘*] don’t believe that one industry in the 
province closed this year,’’he said. 

There are negative factors working 
against the milk industry such as the fact 
that many immigrants are low consumers 
of fluid milk; that the birthrate is down and 
that young people tend to be moving west. 

However, the industrial milk picture is a 
bit better, he said. There has been a 
substantial change in butter consumption 
which declined less than six per cent last 
year. The cheddar consumption is up 2.5 
per cent, specialty cheese is up 10 per cent 
and yogurt is up 20 per cent. 

Those trends, he said, are likely to 
continue. 

One area.in which he would like to see 
change is in the National supply System. 
Currently provincial shares of the national 
quota are based on productiofl criteria. 
When any province under procice: . ts 
quota is given up to a province wit a 
higher level of production. Marketing 
criteria should be considered as well, Mr. 
McKinnon argued. This would take into 
consideration possible market growth and 
distances involved in transporting to the 
market. 

Some flexibility should also be built in to 
provide for provinces that find export 
markets so that they could increase their 
quota. 

More government input is also required 
to help straighten out the cheddar problem 
Mr. McKinnon concluded. He said it is not 
suprising that there is confusion, frust- 
ration~ and bitterness surrounding the 
issue.’’We must back up and start over. 
There must be more input into the 
planning of plant locations’’, he said. *‘We 
have to look at those markets that are 
increasing and where the money is.”’ 
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A report is being conducted presently by 
two professors from the University of 
Guelph on the value of the plant quota 
system. This study will look at the 
problems and perhaps help in_ the 
formulation of new policies, he said.

The 
members of the New Democratic Party in 
Frontenac-Addington feel that immediate 
action must be taken to resolve this 
provincial disparity in order to preserve the 
cheddar cheese industry.

Volunteer 
firemen 
press for 
larger tax 
exemption 


Canada’s volunteer fire departments 
are organizing to raise their minimum tax 
exempt income, it was learned at the 
Hastings-Prince Edward Mutual Aid 
meeting in Stirling on Wednesday, 
February 7. For the past eighteen years 
volunteer firemen have been allowed to 
claim only $300 as income tax exempt. Now 
fase are being drawn up and taken to 

re departments and municipalities across 
the country asking for an increase to 
$1,000. There is hope that the matter will 
be raised by Hastings-Prince Edward M,P. 
Jack Ellis in the legislature this spring. 

Marmora Fire Chief Cec Neal explained 
that the large jump in the tax exempt sum 
is being requested because it has been at 
least fifteen years since the $300 figure was 
instituted. ‘““The $1000 will only come from 
the money made fighting fires. If a person 
made only $300 or $500 fighting fires, then 
he could claim only that amount.”’ 

Hastings County will enter a new era in 
firefighting when Woolaston fire depart- 
ment adds five women to its volunteer. fire 
department this month. :

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I have read various recent articles by the 
group called CHORD and their plan to 
saree electrical power with a wood 

urning plant in ~central Hastings. In 
promoting this plan they have been using 
the Vermont experiment as proof that the 
plan is viable. What they have neglected 
to include in their articles is that Vermont 
is 75 per cent forested, 25 per cent of the 
whole labour force work in forest and wood 
industries - and that it is waste wood from 
these industries‘that is providing the bulk 
of the fuel for their small generating 
plants. They have also neglected to 
mention thaf the domestic power rate is 
more than 50 per cent higher than Ontario 
Hydro rates. 

CHORD’s most recent suggestion that 
scrub wood will provide fuel for a 1500 KW 


power plant is riduculous. Assuming that 


the wood was an equal mix of soft and 
hardwood, and that the thermal conversion 
efficiency was a high as possible, it would 
still require 12 long cords per hour to fuel 
such a plant. The annual consumption 
would be in excess of 100,000 long cords of 
scrub wood. 

The law of supply and demand dictates 
the price of any commodity. Wood is 
already selling for $50.00 per long cord, 
and with the demand increased in central 
Hastings by 100,000 cords per year the 
price would go up. .And why not? Wood lot 
owners have a right to get as much for theit 
product as they can, woodcutters and 
truckers have the same right. Even if wood 
continued.to be available at $50.00 per 
long cord, the fuel costs would be over 4 
cents per as compared to hydro at 
1.5 cents, coal at 2.0 cents and nuclear at 
1.2.cents per KWHr to finance such 
scheme? 1 doubt it very much. 

A further point to consider is that the 
costs would continue to rise-very rapidly as 
the wood was stripped from the immediate 
area of the woodburning power plant. 
Even scrut*wood takeS 20 to 30 years to 
regenerate. It would be 40 to 50 miles. As 
well as increasing the direct fuel costs, the 
worker who has to travel 50 miles before he 
can begin cutting wood must be 
erie 

CHORD members will argue that much 
of the fuel will come from lumber mill 
wastes. However if you count the number 
of lumber mills in central Hastings you will 
find that such waste would not amount to 
rcore than 10 
for 1SOOOKW.-: Further, the mills already 
sell much of their waste in the form of chips 
for chipboard. 


The various levels of government in 


‘Hastings County would be well advised to 
obtain a qualified and unbiased opinion on 
this scheme before endorsing it. They and 
the citizens of the county should examine 
CHORD's motives very carefully. The 


. members of the organization are all well 


enough educated to realize that their 
scheme is uneconomical. What are their 
motives? A fisherman does not cast an 
artificial lure in the water for the purpose 


of feeding fish.

Township supports wood- 
fueled plant despite skepticism 


Despite a good deal of skepticism on the 
economics of the matter, the Marmora and 
Lake sovauke Council has agreed to 
support the Madoc Village resolution 


calling for the location of a wood-fired 4 


generating plant in the Centre Hastings 
area. 
Deputy Reeve John Wilkes labelled the 
scheme ‘‘out of the question and 
impractical’’ and said that it “‘won't go 
anywhere’. Mr. Wilkes was basing his 
judgement on information received from 
Ontario Hydro and the Ministry of Natrual 
Resources at a meeting of the Hastings 
County Rural Development Committee of 
which he is a member. 
__ Mr. Wilkes pointed out that, according 
& the Ministry of Natural Resources, the 
fast growing hybrid poplar which is being 
touted as a main source of fuel for the 
plant, is not practical for the Canadian 
Shield land that covers most of the area of 
Centre Hastings. ‘‘It has to be on plowed, 
cultivated, fertilized land. They're not even 
thinking of this area. Any big poplar 
project would have to be south of 
(Highway) Number 7.”’

that the plant would cost $27 million to 
build and would take 100,000 cords of wood 
a year to fire. He said he didn’t think that 
was practical in Centre Hastings ‘‘Where 
are we going to get the wood?’’ Hydro also 
argued, according to Mr. Wilkes, that the 
plant would only be 30 per cent efficient. 
‘The only way it would be feasible would 
be if there were two or three sawmills in 
the close area’’. 

However Mr. Wilkes recommended that 
the townships approve the recommen- 
dation for a pilot study in Centre Hastings 
as it ‘‘might supply labour in the area’. 
The rural Development Committee had 
also voted in favour of the Madoc 
resolution on the same basis. The 
Township résolution, like the county's, 
stipulated that there be no cost to the 
municipality. 

Council concurred with the resolution, 
Councillor Bob Empey pointing out ‘‘the 
government has spent money on foolisher 
projects.” 

Councillor Gordon Bennett noted that it 
was a pilot project being asked for. He also 
suggested that there might be some need 
for wood control, ‘‘a license to cut down 
trees’’ in order that some landowners could 
not denude their property.

Perhaps ii is lor this reason that Mr. 


Rollins has cailed the pilot project proposal 


‘*stricth, « political promotive pro- 
gramme’. What I would like to point out is 
that if | am promoting such a programme, 
it is none other than that of the Ontario 
Government, that is, Mr. Clarke Rollins’ 
government. The ‘‘strictly political promo- 
tive programme’’ to which Mr. Rollins 
refers was proposed by.the consulting firm 
of Dr. Morris Wayman and prepared for 
the Ontario Royal Commission on Electric 
Power Planning, a commission appoipted 
by Ontario Premier William Davis. 
Secondly, Mr. Clarke Rollins calls the 
project a ‘‘smokescreen”’ and says he’s not 
going to be ‘‘hoodwinked”’ by it. There is 
in this comment a suggestion of secrecy 
which does not square with the facts. As a 
matter of course, I have kept Mr. Rollins 
informed of my efforts and on February 4, I 
sent him a copy of my letter to the Federal 
Minister of Energy, Alastair Gillespie. In 
that letter I pointed out that Mr. Rollins’ 


‘own energy Minister, Hon. James Auld, is 


clearly interested and supportive of 


programmes such as the one suggested for 


Centre Hastings. 

1 also sent a copy of a speech I made in 
Toronto at an Energy Policy Workshop on 
November 18, 1978, spelling out in great 
detail why the wood project would be a 
‘‘natural’’ for our area and why it was 
worth at least serious consideration. | find 
it hard to.understand why Mr. Rollins will 
not even consider a programme that has 
the blessing of the Ontario Royal 
Commission and was specifically recom- 
mended for Eastern Ontario. 

Finally, on February 6, a day before the 
County Council voted out a recommenda- 
tion to os Leh in pres the idea of a 
wood-fired plant, | had lunch with Dr. 
Morris Wayman in Toronto, the same 
Wayman that prepared the report for the 
Ontario Royal Commission. He had just 
returned from Brazil, where he works as a 
consultant on energy plantations such as 
those proposed for Eastern Qntario. 
Among other things, Dr. Wa was 
commenting on the similarity of environ: 
ment, climate, and terrain, between his 
plantations and Eastern Ontario. He also 
said that he was amazed at the great 
strides in economy, business, ‘and industry 
that these people had made. se 

The difference? They all work together 
on a good idea and don’t waste time on 
petty political squabbles.

‘sent on February 14. The first sample is 
on a card protraying a rabbit holding a 
_. huge heart, while the second has a picture 
of a lion with a. crown on his head, 
declaring his plea. 

How did this all begin? While we don’t 
have all the answers, we do have some 
plausible facts. 

February 14th was the day on which, in 
England and Scotland in former times, 
each young bachelor and maid received 
by lot one of the opposite sex as 
‘“‘valentine’’ for the year. It was a kind of 
mock betrothal, and was marked by the 
giving of presents. 

Graduallv the custom changed, and a 
letter or card of sentimental or comic 
nature; was sent. ‘This was usually 
anonymously, to a person of the opposite 
sex on St. Valentine’s Day, by..which the 

day is sometimes called. 


The usage, no doubt, grew out of the old, 


‘notion, alluded to by Chaucer and 
Shakespeare, that on this day birds first 
choose their mates. 


Some encyclopaedias state that there - 


were several saints of this name, 
‘‘Valentine’’, who were venerated on-Feb. 
14 One of them was beheaded at Rome 
under the Emperor Claudius, but the 
observance of the day seems to have no 
connection with these religious events.

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This past Saturday was one of those 
clear, cold days that are so nice as long as 
the sun’s shining and you don’t have to 
vies lace very long. Once the sun goes a 

‘walk of even a couple of blocks can leave 
you with toes, fingers and facial muscles 
that are going to take a little while to thaw 
out. 

So, as I drove up to Eldorado to see 
Keverend Von McEwen, | was* thinking 
about something that had crossed my 
mind every other time this year when the 
weather had turned really cold, ‘What 
dap it be like for the racers in weather like 

s?"'. . 

“Easier” was Reverend Mckwen’s 
straight forward answer. “The dogs run 
better when its colder. Thev get lazy if its 
too warm...and I’ve never been cold on a 
dog sled, you're always doing something, 
always busy.” 

Reverend McEwen is the only local 


racer entering the Marmora cup, and, | 


although he brings with him a lot of 
experience in dog sled racing, he is a 
novice to the long distance race, as are 
most Canadian drivers.. He himself has 
never run more than 50 or 60 miles (the 


-Marmora Cup is 150) and most of his 


experience is limited to sprints, but still he 


is enthusiastic about the Canadian 
‘ championship and the possibilities it holds 


for long distance dog racing in Canada. 
‘I hope its the coming thing. 

It’s gottento be a big thing annually in 

some places in.the United States. It’s the 

ideal race for the northern sled dog. In the 


’ sprints they’re not in their real environ- 


ment. A hound can outrun a husky in a 

- Reverend McEwen himself runs only 
purebred Siberian Huskies and he has 
‘raised them, training them and racing 


them for 18 years. “I started keeping 
* ‘them in 1961 and began racing in 1964. At 


first I just trained them aad other people 
raced them.’’ Basically, reverend 
uMcEwen now just raises them for his own 
‘use. ‘‘Occassionally I sell the odd one to 
pay for feed. but it's really for myself.” 
~ All in alfReverend McEwen now has 
thirteen dogs to draw from, and he hopes 
‘to run as many as eleven in the Marmora 
Cup event. 

Like the distance, the number of dogs 
will be a new experience for him. 
‘Normally sprints run three to nine dogs, 
depending on distance. How many dogs he 
-will run and how far is a complicated piece 
‘of strategy. : 

“I'll run eleven if I think I'can handle 


‘them all easily. I have a lot of young dogs 


and ey nay hold us up more than they 
help.”’ The young dogs are one or two year 
olds who have little experience running 
and tend to ‘‘pull too hard in the first 60 
miles and burn themselves out.’’ Still 
there is an advantage to running these 
animals, since a driver is allowed to drop 
off dogs at checkpoints, and finish with as 
few.as three dogs. , 

“F’m hoping to take out as. many as 
possible in order to keep the weight off the 
main dogs at the beginning.’’ Reverend 
McEwen expects that he'll have to drop 
four of the dogs. ‘There are seven 
that I'll put my money on finishing.’’ 
These sevenare what Keverend Mc!'wen 
refers to as ideal dogs- three to five- 
year-olds in prime condition. He runs a 
mixed team with three females. His lead 
dog is a five-year-old named Dino. 

As far as the race itself goes, Mr. 
McEwen is guessing that it can be done in 
little more than a day. “1 calculate that it 
won't take much more than 30 hours, 
including rest periods and everything”. 
He is expecting to go straight through until 
about 8:00 o'clock the first day, and then 
take a two hour rest. “I'm hoping to hold 
them to two hour rest periods, but I’ll have 
to see how tired they are. A lot of this will 
be by ear. Some suggest four hour rest 
periods, some say 20 minutes. ..” 

Mr. McEwen says the dogs run better at 


‘night. Their best time is early in the 


morning, about 4:00 a.m, to 6:00 a.m.; 
their poorest time is about noon to 3:00 
p.m., so that night time running is really 
no orunee f 

Reverend McEwen is enthusiastic about 
the race and feels that the entire dog sled 
community in Canada is excited about it. 
“It’s being talked about at all the races, a 
lot of other racing fans, besides the 
drivers entered, are coming. I think it’s a 
growing thing and, if it can only. be 
maintained for the first couple of years, it 
will be a big thing for the area.” 

He also feels that, once exposed to the 
sport local people will: become more 
excited. ‘*There’s tremendous excitement

interested in the event. The local and 
Bancroft C.B. clubs will be handling the 
relay of such information.

..The diagonal stride’is the pasic 
. It’s a 
rythmical synchronization of arms and 
legs and the shifting of body weight from 
ski to ski. : 

. Diagonal technique is used on flat and 
gradual uphill terrain. For the diagonal 
stride to work, your skis must pe feonesly 
waxed. To learn the diagonal, start 
without poles on a track. Kick 
downwards into the snow with one foot and 
immediately transfer that force to the 
forward and gliding ski. Your kicking leg 
should extend backwards completely. 
Your forward and gliding leg should be 
slightly bent. Also, your upper body 
forwards at the waist. From a side view of 


- 'a skier in diagonal stride, you should be ~ 


able to see an imaginary diagola line from 
his head, through his 
eh and his extended back leg, to his 
eel. ; 3 

The idea is to balance all your body 
weight on the forward gliding ski for.a 
period of one to three seconds after you 
have transferred your weight from the 
kicking ski. This results in substantial 
gliding distance not possible from simple 
ski walking technique.

Pee of your poles in the diagonal stride 
increase your forward speed. Poles 
partially contribute to maintaining bal- 
ance at high speed. 

When diagonal poling, your poles should 
always be planted as close to your side as 
possible. When kicking with the right ski, 
push simultaneously with your left pole. 
The pole push should be made when it 
rests parallel to the left boot. When 
kicking from the left ski, push with the 
right pole. 

Your poles should follow through 
straight back, as your skis do after kicks. 
Adjustable straps will allow poles to rest 
comfortably between thumbs and- fore- 
fingers of the opened hands. 

Poles should always work parallel to the 
body. Avoid swinging your arms and poles 
across the front of your skis. It’s wasted 
energy. Bend your forward poling arm 
slightly. Prior to pushing, your pole should 
be angled towards your boot. Z

poles, ski slowly; concentrate’on kick,

This technique is used on flat and 
gradual uphill terrain.

A study at Trent Uaivecsity i® 
Peterborough of declining memory in older 
persons may ultimately help individuals 
remember more efficiently.

The testing 
associated with it may lead to methods or 
devices that will help individuals to use 
their memories more effectively.

Madoc survey firm breaks Toronto connection 


Ontario Land Surveyor Walter Lorenz, 
formerly a partner in the respected 
Toronto surveying firm of W.S. Gibson 
Ltd. (founded 1820), has decided to cut his 
connection with the city and go it on his 
own in Madoc. 


In announcing his decision Mr. Lorenz, 
who has maintained a branch company in 
Madoc for the past three years, said that 
he wished to establish an independent 
company and although he anticipated an 
uphill climb to build up his cash flow, he 
and his employees were confident that 
they could manage the big step. 


The company, now to be known as 
Walter W. Lorenz Ltd., has four full time 
employees: Joanne Quenneville who 
works as a draftswoman and does related 
office work; Sherri Sanders, instrument 
woman and draftswoman; Ken White- 
man, surveyor’s assistant and instrument- 
man and Paul Miller an article student. 


Surveying is a more complicated 
business than the average person realizes, 
pointed out Mr. Lorenz while describing 
the requirements Mr. Miller must meet to 
become an Ontario Land Surveyor. 


To become a surveyor now requires a 
four year Bachelor of Science degree from 
the University of Toronto. The course 
reflects the changing emphasis in the 
surveying field to keep up with tech- 
nologies such as aerial photography, 
computer based land management and 
the legal knowledge necessary to interpret 
past surveys and to meet the require- 
ments of the registry office for new 


surveys. Following the academic courses ~ 


a student must serve a two-year articling 
period, then one more set of examinations. 


“In the last six or seven years registry 
office requirements have become tighter 
and tighter,’’ said Mr. Lorenz. ‘‘Now 
when we make a plan it must meet a 


40-point list of requirements. This has ° 


doubled the cost of doing a survey. Most 
people think it takes a half an hour to run 


around a piece of property and stick in a» 


few pegs. This is not the case. Evidence 
must be weighed and assessed, old deeds 
must be searched and if the registry office 
questions any one of the required points 
more work must be done. Also when a 
survey is completed we assume the 
responsibility for that document, 


Mr. Lorenz has widened the base of his 
operation considerably since coming to 
Madoc. He has done work in 16 townships 
to the present. The fact that he is now 
strictly a local business will, he hopes, 
help his relationship with the community. 


One dark cloud that does loom-on the 
surveyor’s horizon is the prospect of going 
metric. This will mean an a ‘tious ae 
burden to the infant company at a time 
when it is just testing its wings. 


“One measuring tape costs $100, for 
instance,”’ he said,"‘and we need several 
of those. Not to mention the drafting 
equipment which will have to be in the new 
metric scale.” 


Although it seems'a difficult time to be 


leaving the nest Mr. Lorenz said: *'We are 
all sure we can hack it”.

The prophets of doom 
have been busily spreading 
their messages via bold , black 
newspaper headlines. Em- 
ployment is falling, unem- 
_ «ployment is rising and we're 
all in for hard, hard times — 
if you believe the doom-

The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business, a 
national organization which 


speaks on behalf of more . 


than 53,000 small and medi- 
um-sized Canadian-owned 
firms, suspected that some- 
thing wasn’t quite right in 
those disaster-filled stories, 
though. After all, with a la- 
bour force expanding faster 
_-than the speed of light ,Cana- 
da’s unemployment figures 
should have been astronomi- 
cal rather than merely un- 
comfortably. high — unless 
some firms have been creat- 
ing new jobs. 
So the Federation began 
sifting through the figures 
provided by Statistics Canada 


in an attempt to discover - 


which firms have been creat- 
ing new jobs. The results are 
surprising, especially for any- 
one who still believes that big 
business is the centre of eco- 
nomic action in this country. 
Specifically, small firms 
(those with fewer than 20 
employees) have created nine 
out of évery ten new private 
sector jobs in this country in 
1977; and when the data on 
1978 is published the record 
- should be equally impressive. 

So what has happened in 
Canada to cause such enor- 
mous expansion of employ- 
ment in the small firms sec- 


tor at a time when larger 


‘firms have either stopped 
hiring or are cutting back in 
staff? Pat Johnston, the Fed- 
eration’s Director of Policy 
& Research, suggests several 
interconnected causes. 
Since 1971, for instance, 
the federal and provincial 
governments have introduced 
many new tax measures de- 
signed to benefit the smaller

firm. The incentives have 
caused expansion in the small 
business sector — and every 
new firm_or every expanded 
firm means more jobs. 


Meanwhile, governments 
and ‘many bigger firms have 
increased the amount of 
work’ which they farm out 
to smaller firms. Subcon- 
tracting work is accepted 
practice in strong nations 
like Japan and the same bene- 
ficial effects are being felt in 
Canada. ; 


At the same time, many 


. foreign-owned corporations 


have withdrawn from the 
Canadian market, leaving be- 
hind a void which can be 
filled by new Canadian- 
owned firms. 


In addition, Canada has 
undergone several dramatic 
shifts in economic conditions 
during the 1970s. Small 
firms adapt more readily to 
these changes than is possible 
for the larger firm. The rapid 
fall in the Canadian dollar, 
for example, makes Canadian 
goods and. services more 
competitive at home and 
abroad and it has been the 
smaller firm which has moved 
quickly to take advantage of 
the new opportunities. 


Energy costs, of course, 


‘batter the energy-intensive 


large firm but have less effect 
on the labour-intensive smal- 
ler firm, which explains some 
shift away from large-scale 
production. Population has 
been shifting away from the 
large centres, back to small 
business-oriented under- 
developed regions. And, per- 
haps above all, small firms 
seem to weather economic 
cycles more easily than their 
larger counterparts.

Funds only reminder 
of Ivanhoe library 


Although the Ivanhoe Public Library 

has become a thing of the past, its’ bank 
account has lived on, ‘accumulating 
interest, after its physical presence 
disappeared.

Plant may prove point 


To the Editor: 

Mr. Kowalski’s suggestion that an 
independent consultant determine how 
much wood is available for a wood fired 
electric plant in Centre Hastings is an 
excellent one. Unfortunately, as slash and 
cull wood has never been commercially 
harvested in this area before, no 
meaningful data is available. One of the 
aims of the federal and_ provincial 
governments is to build a small scale pilot 
plant in order to find out just this 
information. Future large scale plants can 
thus be sized according to accurate fuel 
availability estimates. 

Fuel would. come from three sources: 
mill wastes such as sawdust, slash, and 
cull wood. Slash is the tops and limbs of a 
tree which are presently left on the forest 
floor to rot. It consists of 30 to 30 per cent 
of the above ground. part of the tree. To 
harvest it, the tree would be felled by a 
chain saw, then. skidded whole to the 
landing, where any sawlogs and pulp sticks 
would be removed. The remainder would 
then be fed through a chipper, either at 
that time, or at a later date if the chipper 
was not immediately available. The chips 
are then trucked to the plant for burning. 
The quantity and cost of delivering slash 
can be reasonably estimated. 

The cost of harvesting cull wood, on the 
other hand, is'much less clear and needs to 
be researched carefully. What is cull 
wood? In this area there is both a shortage 
of sawlog quality timber and at the same 
time an enormous quantity of useless 
standing timber. This is because for the 
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past 100 years we have been systematically 

picking through the forests taking out the 

good logs and leaving the bad ones. 
Our forests will continue to degenerate 


unless this low quality timber is removed . 


so that high quality timber can grow up in 
its place. A-rough estimate is that about 
one half the standing timber on the 
productive forest land has to come out. 
This consists.of trees that are crooked, 
diseased, rotten or dead, wolf trees, weed. 
trees such as iron wood, beech and some: 
poplar, and thinnings. In theory a small 
scale pilot plant would provide an economic 
incentive for loggers to remove some of 
this cull wood, thereby increasing the 
productivity of the forest, and at the same 
time providing employment and electricity 
to the area. But how niuch and at what cost 
no one knows at this time. 

One way of getting some idea what 
might be available is to look at the town of 
Burlington, Vermont. After several years 
of study and a year and a half of experience 
operating a small 10 megawatt plant, it has 
decided to build a 56 megawatt wood 
electric plant. This plant will burn about 
200,000 cords of wood chips a year 
harvested from within a 50 mile radius of 


the town. Yet on the face of it, the 


Burlington area has less surplus wood than 
does Centre Hastings. For example there is 
no public forest land and much of the 
terrain is too hilly for harvesting. In 
addition to numerous sawmills nearby, the 
Burlington plant is located only 60 miles

from a pulp mill which consumes over six 
times as much wood as the Trenton Domtar 
mill. An. employee of that enormous mill 
told me on the telephone that he did not 
expect the Burlington plant would 
seriously cut into their fuel.supply as most 
wood destined for the electric plant would 
not be suitable for pulp. 

Vermont is probably the most environ- 
mentally conscious state in the union. Yet 
both the voters and the State Forestry 
Service have approved the construction ofa 
50 megawatt plant. We may not wish to go 
that big. but surely we could be cautiously 
open minded about a plant one quarter or 
one tenth that size for Centre Hastings.

The Council of a Municipality may pass a Restricted A- 2a By-law under 
Section 35 and Section 35(a) of The Planning Act, R.S.O., 1970, as amended, to 
restrict the use of land. The purpose of By-Law No. 986 is to regulate the use of 
land and the character, location and use of buildings and structures and, 
furthermore, to prohibit certain uses of land and the erection and use of certain 
buildings and structures and prohibit or require and regulate the provision, 


_ maintenance and use of certain facilities and matters as a condition for the 


development or redevelopment of lands, buildings or structures within various 
areas of the Corporation of the Village of Madoc in accordance with the Official 
Pian for the Hastings County Planning Area. 

By-Law No. 986 will serve fo regulate and restrict development within the 


- Village which may create an adverse affect on existing areas or the 


development of land for a use which may be detrimental to the future orderly 
‘development of an area. 

The provisions of the By-law will apply throughout all of the defined areas 
within the corporate limits of the Village of Madoc. No land shall be used and no 
building or structure shall be erected, altered or used'in any manner except in 
conformity with the provisions of the By-Law. 

However, notwithstanding the foregoing statement, the By-Law will not 
apply to prevent or hinder the continued Use of any land, building or structure, 
which on the date of the passing of the By-Law was legally used or erected for 
any purpose prohibited by the By-Law, so long as it continues fo be used for that

get the most for your money.’ It tells of the 
service of the Federal Office of Energy 
Conservation, and provides a question- 
naire on which you can detail the present 
size and measurements of your home, with 
extra details such as windows, doors, 
unheated porches and garages, shared 
walls, and the like. You then mail this to 
Ottawa for a free analysis of your insulation 
requirements, and a cost break-down 
estimate. The service is called, approp- 
riately enough, EnerSave. The computer 
tells you what kind of insulation you need, 


what it should cost in your area, and how * 


much your savings would be over the next 
few years. 

The second booklet tells you how to’ 
ualify for an insulation grant of up to’ 
three hundred and fifty dollars. The 


program is a seven year plan, eventually 
covering all houses built in Canada before 
1977. Presently, there are certain 
restrictions on which homes will qualify. 
The main restriction stipulates that, at this 


stage of the program only houses built . 


before 1946 qualify for assistance. Only 
certain types of insulation materials are 
approved; among them mineral wool, 
cellulose fiber, expanded mica, lightweight 
cellular plastic, and urea formaldehyde 
foam. Any outside labor you may hire to 
install your new insulation will not be paid 
for by the grant, nor will smaller purchases 


_Such as caulking or weatherstripping. 


Now, of course, that you’ve made up

‘cut your fuel bills by more than one third.

‘It professes to be a guide to the best 
insulation materials to use and the easiest 
methods of installation. 


It explains from the basics. First it .

(This is 
known as‘the (R-value). The R-value can be 
as high as thirty in an attic floor and as low 
as nine on an outside basement wall. It is 
mainly a method-of comparing different 
types of insulation; some have an 
R-value of, say, 6.0 per inch while others

much more of the type rated at 2.5 to 
achieve the same effect as the type rated at 
6.0.

TAX TALK... 


Child Tax Credits 


Q. What information will I need to apply 


fés the Child Tax Credit? 


A. You will need to file an income tax 
return. The ‘‘six basic steps’’ at the front 
of the Tax Guide accompanying your tax 
return, will probably provide all the 
information that you will need to complete 
your income tax return. — 

You must attach to your completed 
return one copy of the 1978 TFAI 
information slip (‘‘Statement of Family 
Allowances’) you received from Health 
and Welfare, Canada. Usually the number 
of children for whom you can claim the 
credit is indicated in box (F) of this 
information slip. There are instances 
where a child is not indicated in box (F) but 
is still considered eligible for the Child Tax 
Credit. For example in the case of a child 
born in December 1978, you will need the 
award letter you received from Health and 
Welfare, Canada confirming your eligibil- 
lig receive Family Allowance for that 
child. . 

You must also complete and include with 
your income tax return one ye! of 
Schedule 10 (‘‘Child Tax Credit for 1978’’). 
This is a special schedule which was mailed

cheque. The instruction sheet accompany- 
ing Sehedule 10 will assist you in claiming 
the Child Tax Credit. 

Q. To claim the Child Tax Credit, must J 
file a tax return if I did not have any 
income? 


A. Yes, the only way you can claim the 
Child Tax Credit is by filing an income tax 
return. In your case you would simply 
complete the ‘Identification area’’ on page 
1 of the return and enter a ‘‘0’’ for income 
on line 60 of page 2. Then you would 
calculate your credit on Schedule 10 and 


~ complete the bottom portion of page 4 of 


the income tax return. 


Remember to attach Schedule 10 (‘*Child: 


Tax Credit for 1978’’) and a copy of the 
TFA1 information slip (‘‘Statement of 
Family Allowances’) you received from 
Health and Welfare, Canada indicating the 
number of children you are eligible to 
claim. The number of children is usually 
shown in box (F) of TFA1 slip. It is possible 
that a child is not shown in box (F) but is 
still considered eligible for the credit, as in 
the case of a child born in December 1978. 
In that case to claim the Child-Tax Credit 
you would need the award letter sent to you 
by Health and Welfare, Canada confirming 
your eligibility to receive family allowance 
for that child.

_ Major changes in 
store for moose hunt 


Major changes are being considered for 
Ontario’s - 19 moose hunt, Natural 
Resources Minister James A.C. Auld said 
today. The herd hasn’t increased since 
1975 when seasons were shortened to 
reduce the harvest. 

Mr. Auld said that last fall’s cool, clear 
weather brought ideal hunting conditions 
and encouraged 70,000 hunters to take just 
over 9,000 moose. 

‘‘That’s more. than wildlife managers 


had planned for,’’ he said. ‘‘When the - 


problem of overharvest was recognized in 
1975, the ministry took immediate steps to 
build up the declining herd—we were 
optimistic the downward trend in herd size 
could be reversed.”’ 

The Minister said that in 1975 it was 
decided to limit the kill in overharvested 
areas by providing shorter seasons 
between the rut and snowfall. 

“It’s now clear. that this method alone 
won’t reduce the harvest in critical areas,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Consequently, much of the 
moose range remains understocked. 

““‘We’re now evaluating ways to allow 

_more predictable controls of the harvest,”’ 


Mr. Auld said. ‘‘We’d also. like to 
encourage hunters to use under-harvested 
ranges.”

‘Control of hunter numbers in critical 
areas may avoid the need to shorten 
seasons further,’’ Mr. Auld said. “‘Our 
objective will be to provide longer seasons 
which include both the moose-calling 
season,in September and snow tracking 
later inthe fall.”’ 

Ministry moose experts believe the best 
way to rebuild the herds is to spread moose 
hunting more selectively across the north. 
Such selectivity, as well as other 
management techniques, should provide 
better opportunities for taking moose in the 
long run.

Renewable Energy Act 

In recognition of the fact that the supply 
of fossil fuels is rapidly depleting and since 
a commitment to inexhaustible renewable 
energies would create jobs in areas where 
they are most needed, such as in Eastern 
Ontario, the meeting approved a resolution 
that the Liberal Party of Ontario introduce 
in the Ontario Legislature an act entitled 
the Renewable Energy Act.

Provisions for accurate forecasting as to 
the employment possibilities and oppor- 
tunities should be undertaken to. ensure

Whoever draws the 
large one has to be lynx. That is 
‘‘peeshoo’’ and the rest are rabbits. The 
lynx then chases the rabbits from ircle to 
circle. If he catches one outside the circles 
the rabbit becomes a lynx too and has to 
assist in the capture of his former 
companions who are only safe so long as 
they stay inside the circles. This goes on 
until all become lynxes when the game.is 
done.

Canadian Long Distance Sled Dog 
Championship Race this past weekend. 

Mr. Patten won people over with his 
enthusiasm, straightforwardness and 
sportsmanship, not to mention his obvious 
admiration for the people of the village and 
environs. 

Patten has raced long distance_for three 
years and was considered by organizers to 
be one of the experienced racers likely to 
walk off with the cup before the race. He 
proved his competitiveness during the race 
- junking his plans when local novice Don 
McEwen turned the race into a long sprint 
and running all out to come in hours before 
anyone predicted and set what some say is 
an international record. 

Along the way he impressed people with 
the way he treated the dogs - gently and 
playfully - and the respect he had for his 
competitors. After the gruelling race he 
hung around the finish line, his beard still 
caked with ice, for upwards of an hour, 
because he wanted ‘“‘to see the guy who 
pushed me so hard (McEwen). This guy 
must be some racer. Some novice.’’ 

Mr. Patten works in Grand Marrais (a 
Marmora-sized village on the north shore 
of Lake Superior between Duluth and 
Thunder Bay) as a youth minister, hired by 
a local church to work among the young 
people of the area. **I’m hired by a church, 
but I do most of my work on_the streets. | 
put in a lot of time in the simmer, so that 
in the winter I can do a bit Of what I want.’’ 

Mr. Patten is an avid sled dog runner, 
competing where he can both in Minnesota 
and further abroad (he is in Newbury, 
Michigan for the big race there this 
weekend). He describes the north shore of 
Lake Superior as “‘ideal’’ sled dog country. 
‘It’s got thousands of lakes and trails, lots 
of cold and snow. What could be better?”’ 
and has an ambition of being allowed to 
drive across Siberia with his wife. 

Mr. Patten thought as highly of the 
people as they thought of him. The course 
- he described as ‘‘great’’, the organization 
as ‘‘the best I’ve encountered’’ and the 
people as ‘‘champions’’. ‘‘The response, 
the enthusiasm here is fantastic. I love it, 
I’m going to come back.”’

“That kind of legislation is a contradiction 
of the goal of marriage, that in’ effect 
encourages stress within the relationship 
and leads to a greater divorce rate.”’ ‘‘The 
NFU is working towards strengthening 
marriage, and we will continue to meet 
the provincial governments to put our 
point across,’’ Echlin said.

If 
the sales clerk is unable. to help 
you, see the manager. 

e Still no satisfaction? Send a 
registered letter to the person 
in-charge. Include in the letter 
your name, address and tele- 
phone number; the name and 
type of product purchased, date 
of purchase and price paid; an 
outline of your problem and 
your attempts to solve it; 
copies of receipts, work orders 
and any other documentation; 
and what you want the com- 
pany to do about your problem. 
e Negotiate. You may persuade 
the merchant to exchange your 
purchase or make alternate 
arrangements. 

e The Business Practices Act 


protects you against false, mis- 
leading or deceptive represen- 
tations. To cancel a contract, 
send a registered letter which 
States: “I exercise my right of 
rescission under Section 4 of 
the Business Practices Act.” 
Include your reasons for 
making the request. 

e Visit the nearest Consumer 
Services Bureau and the 
Better Business Bureau for 
help in preparing letters of 
complaint or cancellation. If 
you are unable to resolve the 
problem, the staff will mediate 
on your behalf.

binding. If youchange your

Tri-council meeting held 
to discuss mutual issues 


The councils of the three neighboring 
municipalities of Madoc, the Township of 
Madoc and the Township of Huntingdon 
met Monday, Feb. 19 to discuss areas of 
joint concern. Although no definite action 


Bell says no 
toll-free service 


before 1980 


Two representatives from Bell Canada, 
Robert Carleton, Trenton and George 
Thompson, Belleville were in attendance 
at the Madoc and District Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, Thursday to discuss 
the possibility of establishing toll-free 

_ service between Belleville and Madoc and 
or Marmora. The Chamber was informed 
that should such a service be established 
the average increase to a resident with a 
private line would be $1.35 a month. 

There would be several stages to such a 
move said Mr. Thompson. The first would 
be receiving some encouragement from 
the locality. This is the action the 
Chamber of Commerce is considering. 
Then a survey of the subscribers would be 
taken, If about 70 per cent expressed their 
approval the proposal wou d be acted 
upon. However, the money must be there 
first, he said. 

‘The updating of rural lines is being 

carried on at this time and the toll-free 
lines would not be installed until this was 
completed. The cost of thé rural updating 
is $1,960,000 which is quite costly when it 
is spread over only 1,500 customers. The 
rural update will not be complete until 1980 
so action on the toll-free lines would not go 
ahead before that date,’ he said. 

The rural update is being done in order 
that people will not be on 10-line party 
lines. The new system will reduce the 
number to four with the average being 


three.

The Madoc, Marmora, Tweed area could 
benefit from the construction of an airport 
the tri-coucil meeting of Madoc Township, 
the Village of Madoc and the Township of 
Huntingdon was told Monday night, 
February 19, by aviator John Beer. 

Mr. Beer had looked into the matter 
prior to attending the meeting and has 
been in communication with the Honorable 
James Snow, minister of transportation 


- and communications regarding the possi- 


bility of establishing an airport in the area. 

The Ontario government has created the 
Municipal Airport Program to assist in the 
development of a system of municipal 
airports in order to facilitate the movement 
of. people and goods and to encourage 
economic development, according to Mr. 
Beer. In the municipal airport program, the 
municipality is responsible for constructing 
and maintaining the airport. Construction 
subsidies of up to 80 percent of actual cost 
are available from the provincial govern- 
ment for a wide range of items including 
the acquisition of property and the 
construction of the main runway, taxiway 
and operations building. 

Mr. Beer’s plan is for a $250,000 airport 
which would require participating munici- 
palities to come up with $50,000 under the 
program. It would have a 3,000 foot 
landing strip, preferably paved, a 40’ by 
60’ hanger with a 20’ by 30’ operations 
building. This size of operation would 
require approximately 30 acres. The cost of 
construction would vary, he pointed out, 
depending on how much grading was

necessary to level the runway. The airport 
would be able to accomodate planes up to 
but not including small jets. _- 

Although he pointed out that he did not 
see an airport as a cure-all for the economic 
ills of centre Hastings he did think it could 
help the sagging employment situation in 
several ways. 

‘General aviation girports have proven 
their ability to attract light industry 
branch-plant activity,’’ he pointed out. 
‘*One example of that is the state of Ohio 
where the government encouraged the. 
building of paved runways dnd now it is 
one of the most industrialized states of the 
Union. ‘‘Companies prefer to locate where 
there is air access.’ 

Airports attract industry in their own 
right he also suggested. There are aviation 
associated industries such as the stripping 
and painting of planes, sales brokerage 
and general maintenance needs which 
could add employment opportunities in the 
area. Pilot training is another enterprise 
ee could be established if an airport was 

uilt. 

‘‘There was a 14 percent increase in the 
number of flying students in the second 
quarter of last year, this represents a major 
surge in interest,’’ said Mr. Beer. “The 
money that goes into training may as well 
come into this area as go out.’’ 

More people would become involved in 
flying if an airport was built in the area, 
Mr. Beer said. At present pilots must

The announcement of a crackdown by 
the Public Health services in Durham 
Region, just west of us, on all home 
prepared food for sale by church gronre 
women’s institutes, bazzars, bake sales 
etc. cuts off our dollars and cents support 
of a host of voluntary organizations like 
scouts, brownies, lodges and clubs. 

The enforcement of this legislation will 
put an end to home baked food prepared 
for and sold at farm dinners, farmers’ 


_ markets and church suppers. We all know 


that these church dinners, women’s 
institute wedding dinners and so on are the. 
principle way of financing a host of youth, 
women’s and community activities. 

This Ontario Health Act legislation 
provides for. the impoverishment of all 
these groups and of even greater 
importance, to lose of the social role their 
activities play in the rural and small town 
community. Church dinners, bake sales 
and all are a hub of much. community 
sharing, co-operation and good times, Who 
‘stands to gain? : 

Will our local health improve by the 
ruling? How many cases of food poisoning 
occured last year, or the last ten years in

sales? Where are the facts? How many 
cases of food poisoning due to the fast food 
chains have there been? .

our editorial in the 14 Feb. issue 
i gob this plan is badly misplaced. I 
will try and explain my reasons f6r this 
opinion in the following paragraphs. 

In this country we require energy for 
fixed industry, and we require mobile 
energy sources for automobiles, tractors, 
bulldozers, etc. which cannot be connected 
to a wer line. For fixed energy 
production we have hydro-electric and 
thermal electgric using oil, coal and 
nuclear; and we have more than 100 years 
of known reserve fuel in coal and nuclear 
alone. The fuel for mobile use is quite 
another story. Depending on which expert 
you listen to, we have either 25 or 35 years 
known reserves of oil - provided we 
continue to receive as much imported oil as 
at the present time. Events in the Middle 
East during the last few weeks should alert 
us to the likelihood of a severe shortage of 
mobile energy in the not too distant future.

industrial energy is not likely to rise in 
price much faster than the inflation rate, so

Dear Mr. Winterburn: 

Your letter stated that you “‘have read 
the recent publicity concerning the 
organization called CHORD and their plan 
to solicit tax funds for the purpose of 
building a woodburning electric generating 
plant’? and suggested my editorial of 
February 14 ‘‘supporting this plan is badly 
misplaced”’. 

May | first say that the intent of my 
editorial was to support a pilot project 
proposed not by CHORD but by a Royal 
Commission on Electric Power Planning in 
Ontario. The Centre Hastings Organization 
for Resource Development is not trying to 
“colicit tax funds’’ for the wood-electric 
plant rather it is asking that if the Ontario 
government follows the recommendation of 
the Porter Commission to build a 15,000 
KW wood-electric plant in Ontario in the 
next 20 years that that . pilot plant be 
located in the Centre Hastings area. 

Wood-fired electricity generation is nota 
technology in competition with nuclear 
power, nor is its purpose to displace 
nuclear electricity. Instead, it is to give 
Ontario the opportunity to use another 
indigenous fuel, wood, for energy 
production purposes. This would provide a 
sound diversity of generation techniques 
and allow necessary resilience in the 
system, the Wayman Report stated.

quoted regarding 


the amount of wood necessary for the plant 


and the effects. of gathering that \wood on — 


the landscape and water tables I can only 
refer you to the letter written by Norman 
Braden in the February 21 issue of the 


Review.

The provisions of the By-law will apply throughout all of the defined areas 
within the corporate limits of the Village of Madoc. No land shall be used and no 
building or structure shall be erected, altered or used in any manner except in 
conformity with the provisions of the By-Law. 

However, notwithstanding the foregoing statement, the By-Law will not 
apply to prevent or hinder the continued use of any land, building or structure, 
which on the date of the passing of the By-Law was legally used or erected for 
any purpose prohibited by the By-Law, so long as if continues to be used for that 


purpose.

Environment Ontario expands 
acid rain research 


Ontario is expanding its research int 
the global environmental eo of acidic 
recipitation and its effect upon fish, 
vironment Minister Harry C. Parrott 
announced today. 


Two research projects financed by 


$226,000. in Provincial Lottery funds, are 


extensions of Ontario’s ongoing in- 
vestigation of acidic precipitation -- the 

Pesiion of fresh water lakes through 
deposits of sulphuric and nitric particulate 
borne by upper air masses and deposited in 
rain. 


‘Acidic precipitation is mainly caused 
by our society's heavy industrialization and 
dependence upon fossil fuel,’’ ‘said Dr. 
Parrott. ‘‘The problem is virtually 
world-wide and scientists so far have just 
scratched the surface with their research. 
Our ida: Say in Ontario is well advanced 
but we have a lot to discover.”’ 


A $186,000 contract has been awarded 


~ by Environment Ontario to the University 


of Toronto for the monitoring of fish in 20 
stressed lakes in the Haliburton region. 
This study is an extension of research 
conducted by Environment Ontario since 
1976 in co-operation with the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. 


Dr. Harold Harvey, professor of zoology 
at Toronto’s Ramsey Wright zoo-logical 
laboratory and one of Canada’s leading fish 


biologists will head the university research 
team. | 


The second project, funded by $42,000 
from the lottery program, is now under way 
at the Canada Centre for Inland Waters in 
Burlington, where the suspected link 


: between acidic precipitation and the intake 


of mercury by fish will be studied in special 
lake simulators. 


In spite of intensive research by Ministry 
and the Ministry of Natural Resources 
during the past two years, we have been- 
unable to trace the origin of mercury 
contamination found in species of fish 
taken from some Ontario Lakes,”’ said Dr. 
Parrott. ‘‘Scientists suspect that the 
acidification caused by airborn sulphur and 
nitrogen compounds is a factor in this 
process.”’ 


The study will attempt to determine 
what amounts of mercury are taken up at 
several levels of the aquatic food chain at 


varying degrees of acidity. The six-month . 


roject will be mana ed by Dr. Tom 
Gy ation of James F. McLaren Ltd., of 
Toronto and is based upon work already 
done by Environment Ontario, the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources and 
Environment Canada. 


The Ministries of the Environment and 
of Natural Resources conduct a broadly- 
based analysis for possible contaminants 
in fish taken from lakes and rivers in all 
regions of Ontario. This program has 
detected mercury in certain species of fish 
in some isolated lakes for which no known 


sources of mercury, such as industry, have 
been determined. 

‘We hope that this study will provide 
the basis for a better understanding of the 
problem and will assist my Ministry's 
efforts to develop techniques to improve 
lakes which have become acidified,’’ said 
Dr. Parrott.

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Company offers new trailer to North America, 


_ growing employment to Marmora area 


When the mine closed it became obvious 
to many Marmorites that the large industry 
was not suitable for a small village. For all 
the employment and security the Mar- 
moraton mine provided, it also made the 
town d dent on it'to such a degree that, 
when the company was forced to close 

the operation prematurely, the 
economic feasiblity of the community was 
called into serious question. 

This lead many people, incune a 
number of municipal politicians, to call for 
a change in Marmora’s economic base. 
What we is needed is not one big industry 
that, when it shuts down, will leave the 
village without any employment, but a 
‘number of small concerns. 

Fortunately there are small industries 
that need small communities as well. 
Westdan manufacturing is one example. 
The low overhead, the flexibility of the 
zoning, the plentiful manpower market due 
to the unemployment resulting from the 
mine closing, and a relatively central 
location to the Toronto and Ottawa markets 
all recommended itself to Westdan owner 

. Dan Brown. 

Westdan is manufacturing a small 
carrier trailers geared for compact and 
sub-compact cars and this ma es it an 
interesting operation in its own right- it is 
both unique in North America and appears 
to be the pioneer in a field that may soon be 
very crowded. — 

The trailer that Westdan manufactures 
is the first for small cars in North America 
and according to Mr. Brown, the response 
to date has been more that encouraging. 
They are already working under a large, 
1500 unit contract from Leckie’s, a leading 
Canadian distributor of marine and 
camping equipment, and recent shows in 
Montreal have brought a very positive 
response from American distributors. The 
future looks very good for Westdan. 

This means something for the Marmora 
area in terms of jobs. At the, moment 
Westdan employs 8 people, and Mr Brown 
hopes that will increase to 12 soon and 15 
by mid-summer. Although Mr. Brown 


himself still lives in Peterborough, a. 


number of his employees are from the area 
and presumably some of those hired in the 
future will be as well. Pte at 
Mr. Brown says that while most of the 
jobs involve unskilled labour; there will be 
a need for some tradesmen; he expects he 
will need a welder in the near future. 
Essentially the operation is now just.an 


assembly plant. e various components - 


of the trailer are shipped in and put 
together. There is some. basic manu- 
facturing-laminating, cutting, bending- 
and Mr. Brown hopes that as the business 
develops more of this can be done at 
Westdan. 

The plant is located in a large cement 
block building on what was once the Jack 
Fraser (well-drilling) property south of 
Marmora on Highway 14. (on the west side 
just before the Armstrong turnoff). the 
building is at present two stories high, 
although there is only a second floor in the 
back quarter. Mr. Brown plans to extend 
this right through the building, thus 
doubling his present space. This will make 
for a more efficient production line and 
eventually allow him to double production. 
At present they are assembling about 8 
trailers a day but Mr. Brown hopes to see 
this increase to 12 very shortly and 24 by 
late summer. 

Mr. Brown has been in sales and 
manufacturing most of his career and when 
he noticed the large trailer market drying 
up last year, he began to look at 
alternatives. He travelled to Europe where 
small trailers, like small cars have been 
long established and returned to design, 
with the help of staff, the ‘‘Tamarack”’ 
Trailer. 

The trailer weighs only 260 pounds and 
is well balanced on 12 inch wheels that 
allow it to be pulled easily by a motorcycle 


. (although a different hitch is needed). 


It seems destined to fill what would appear 
to be a gigantic hole in the market. For 
instance, Mr. Brown reports that there is 
an increasing interest in the carrief from 
salesmen. Because of the ever-rising cost 


of fue: they are moving more and more 
towards smaller cars; these cars don’t 
offer the trunk space. For $895. they can 
invest in an answer that, because of the 
lack of moving parts, might well outlast 
several cars and can carry up to 700 lbs. 

Although Westdan is the only firm in 
the area Mr. Brown expects that

TAX TALK... 


Ontario Tax Credit 


Q. I was separated during the year. How 
should I claim my Ontario Property Tax 
Credit? 


A. Where separation of a married couple 
occurs during the year, and each spouse 
then maintains a separate residence, each 
spouse may claim a Property Tax Credit. In 


‘calculating occupancy cost each claimant 


may include the following: 


- rent or property tax paid for the part of 
the year following separation, 


-a share of the property tax or rent paid | 
prior to separation. 


Note: The property tax or rent paid for the 

prior to separation may be divided 
in whatever fashion the separated couple 
decide upon, but the combined total of rent 
or property taxes claimed must not exceed 


‘the actual rent or property tax paid upon 


the shared residence. 


Federal Tax Reductions | 


Q. | understand that | may be eligible to 
claim two federal tax reductions this year. 
Please explain. 


A. Most people will be aple to calculate 
their tax by using the Tax Table at the back 
of the 1978 Tax Guide. If this is the case, 

can find your General Tax Reduction in 
the Tax Table beside the range in which 
your “taxable income’’ falls. 


However if you use the detailed method to 
determine your taxable income your 
General Tax Reduction will be calculated 
on Schedule 1. 


You may be eligible to claim an additional 
tax reduction of $50. for each child who was 


born in 1961 or later, a resident in Canada 
and claimed as a dependant on line 43 or’ 
line 44 of your return. 


For more information see Guide Item 50 in 
your 1978 Tax Guide. 


Q. Would you explain the tax reduction for 
children? 


A. You are able to claim a tax reduction ri es 
- $50. for each ‘‘dependent’’ child living in 


Canada and born in 1961 or later. 


However, if you may not claim a personal 
exemption for your child you are not 
entitled to claim a $50. reduction for that 
child. 


Please remember to indicate the number of 
children you are claiming on line 63 on 
age 4 of your return. For more 
information on the federal tax reduction 
see Item 50 in your 1978 Tax Guide. 


Students’ Taxation 


Q. I am a university student with a 
part-time job that becomes a full-time job 
during the summer months. My earnings 
are more than $2,400 a year. | pay my own 
tuition fees out of my earnings and | 
understand that only | can deduct these 
fees from my income for tax purposes. If | 
do this, my net income will be reduced to 
$2,000. Does this mean that my father can 
claim me as a dependant? 


A. Yes, if your father og ope you during 
the year. However, his . exemption is 
reduced by the amount that your income 
exceeds $1,690. 


Example: 

Maximun exemption $840. 
Deduct income over $1,690 

($2,000 less $1,690) $310. 
Allowable exemption $530. 


In addition, a special exemption of $50. a 
month is allowable for full time trainees 
and students attending a wide range of 
schools and post secondary institutions. 
For qualifying information, see Guide Item 
42 in your 1978 Tax Guide. 


Q. In 1978 I received a scholarship of 
$1,200. Do I include the full amount as 
income on my income tax return? 


A. No. The first $500. received as a 
bursary, scholarship or fellowship is 
exempt. 


Q. | am a full-time university student but 
have a temporary job some 200 miles away. 
Can I deduct from my income the moving 
expenses I must pay to move closer to the 
new job location? 


at a univ seay mee in full-tim :

expense deduction. You claim the 
deduction against income earned at your 
new location, not from any income you may 
have earned before the move.

moving expenses may not exceed the 
amount of award income reported on your 
return. Be sure to include Form T1-M with 
your income tax return. 


Q. Can a university student claim a 
pee tax credit for rent paid during the 
year 


A. Students who are roomers, tenants or 


‘boarders off campus in Alberta, British 
Columbia, Manitoba and Ontario can 


calculate the rent paid per the year 
towards the property tax , up to a 
certain maximum. Students must be over 
16 and their principal residence cannot be 
that of someone else who is claiming them 
as a dependant.

started interbreeding Silver Persian and 
Siamese cats and came up with an animal 
with the blue eyes and points of the 
Siamese and its dog-like nality of 
loyalty to its master combined with the 
Persian’s long hair and quiet disposition.

«she was successful in establishing a true 
new breed that always comes up 
Hieleyet and never reverts to its Siamese 
or Persian antecedents.

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Civil Rights Code for businessmen ! 


_ Peter Hannam, President of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture (OFA) called for 
a Civil Rights Code for Businessmen in a 
statement to the Royal Commission on 
Discounts and Allowances. 

Hannam said that this was a necessary 


first step to return real competition to the 


food industry. Under the present system, 
he said, the large retail chains are able to 
force their suppliers and competitors to 
subsidize them. Ge 

“Briefly and bluntly put, our position 1s 
that the vast power of the retail chains 
allows them to dominate the market, not so 
much because they are more efficient, but 
because they can drive up everyone else's 
cost’, he added. | 

The OFA’s Code would stop suppliers 
from being forced to discriminate against 
their smaller customers. It would outlaw 
allowances for services not ormed and 
discounts which could not justified by 
cost ‘savings. 

Hannam used milk discounts to illustrate 
the problem. He said milk discounts to the 
chains had recently been forced up to 30 
percent and in two cases 32 percent. In 
order for a dairy to cover its costs, it has to 
artificially raise its wholesale list price so 
that they can then deduct the 30 percent 
discount. Small grocers, who have to pay 
that higher list price, usually receive only 
six percent and in many cases, no discount 
at all. 

As a result, Hannam said that, even if a 
small grocer makes no profit, he can never 
hope to meet the price of the large chains. 
He said, this forces many consumers to pay 
a higher price for milk. 

He added, ‘‘A reasonable discount rate 
would allow dairies to reduce their 
wholesale price, bring down costs to small 
stores and make milk more readily 
available and cheaper in the neighbour- 
hoods of Ontario.”

It depends which side of the bread the 
butter is on. 

It depends, too, on who pays for the 
butter. 

Some years ago, many members of farm 
organizations in this country, specifically 
the National Farmers Union and the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, 
lampooned sarod boards. They called 
these boards tools of the government and 
tools of big business. 

They feared farmers would lose their 
independence if they organized marketing 
boards. Farmers have lost some. in- 
dependence in the market place but many 
have gained a great deal in financial 
independence through marketing boards. 

I'm not sure exactly where | stand on the 
question of quotas and how quotas should 
be figured in the final price of a farm 
product. | do know that marketing using 
quotas ate in for some great problems in 
coming months. 

Every consumer organization in the 
country is getting set to pounce on 
quota-setting, Quotas, for those w ho do not 
know, are just that: the marketing boards 
have the power to tell a farmer just exactly 
how much he can produce in tobacco, milk, 
chickens, eggs and turkeys. 

Naturally, these quotas become ex- 
tremely important, very valuable. 

There are about 40 marketing boards

Fiercely independent, the beef producers 
in Ontario are no closer to a marketing 
board now than they were 20 years ago. 

Now comes Joe Casey, the Ontario 
co-ordingator of the National Farmers 
Union. He maintains beef farmers today 
could be providing consumers with 
ewan priced: beef if they had a marketing 
board. 

He is even inviting consumers groups to 
take a serious look at how to achieve this 
desirable goal rather than just harp on the 
high price of beef when prices swing too 
high. I’m on Joe's side this time. Regular 
readers of this column know | livek 
marketing boards. 

Mr. Casey advised consumers to be wary 
of comments that ‘‘supply management's 
(quotas) time has come and one,’’ made 
by Henry Beben, past-president of the 
Meat Packers Council of Canada and sales 
manager for J.M. Schneider Inc. 

Mr. Beben doesn’t like supply manage- 
ment. | doubt if he has much use for 
marketing boards of any kind. But they 
have surely done a great deal for farming. 

A few years ago | spoke at a local beef 
producers meeting. | said | was an 


advocate of marketing boards. You could 
have cut the air in.that meeting with a 
knife. Those beef producers wanted no part 
of it. : 


So when they get hassled for the high 
pate of beef, I say let ‘em take it. They 
ave had hundreds of opportunities to form 
a board which could go a long way to take 
the extremes out of their business. They 
have suffered through half-a-dozen years 
of disastrously low prices. They are now 
riding high as every consumer knows. That 
high will last for a year or two, maybe until 
the federal government allows beef import 
quotas to increase, maybe - until cattle 


herds get built up in three or four or five 
years. 


In the meantime, they'll take the 
hassling. They'll be accused of robbery and 
heaven knows what because the price of 
beef remains high. The consumers 
organizations will scream and yell at them 
and maybe we'll even have another 
investigation of the meat packers. 

But the price of beef will remain high 
and beef farmers will chuckle all the way to 
the bank to pay off the mortgages they 
were forced into buying when beef was so 
low. 


It-seems to me something is wrong in a 


cycle of prices that keeps producers on the 
brink of disaster half the time.

Recently the Ministry of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations of Ontario released a 
news bulletin on pyramid sales. Its main 
message was buyer beware. 

Pyramid sales schemes, which involved 
selling distributorships to those who sell 
further distributorships, are now illegal in 
Ontario. (They were previosly allowed 
under specific conditions under the 
Pyramid Sales Act.) 

Although this legislation has been 
repealed, some may still be in operation. 
As a result. investors are -no longer 
protected even to the extent they once 
were, and may find it virtually impossible 
to recover any money tied up in one of 
these schemes. Therefore it becomes 
extremely important that potential inves- 
tors know how to identify these games and 
avoid them. 


The Players 


The hinge of the game is the ‘Recruiter’. 
He’s fast talkling and smooth, and knows 
the pyramid business inside and out. He 
appears trustworthy, confident, and carries 
an air of accomplishment and success. He 
looks for and preys on other people’s 
weaknesses. 

The Recruiter can be found anywhere - 
in the office, the factory, the club or on the 
street. Maybe a dinner party, at a 
neighbor’s, a friend or even (heaven 
forbid) a relative. The Recruiter’s sole 
purpose is to sell an idea, not a tangible: 
product. That idea is the ability to make 
‘easy money’. He is on a constant lookout 
for investors. 

The second player of the game, the 
player without whom there would be no 
game at all, is of course, the ‘Investor.’ 

The Investor is anyone who can get his 
hands on a few thousand dollars, - and 
anyone who can be talked into believing 
that big money can be made with very little 


effort. 
The Game 


It’s essentially a simple idea. Investors 
are sold distributorships which in turn 
allows them to recruit others to buy 
distributorships. Although the distributors 
are also entitled to sell the company’s 
product, this is usually incidental. 

The product can be anything. The goods 
are supposedly top quality and will be 
readily available at bargain prices. 


Opening Moves 

Let’s have a quick look at one of these 
games, from the initial contact through the 
bitter realisation that one’s been had. 

Bill and Mary represent SCAM 
International, distributors of cosmetics 
products. They are recruiters. Both are 
extremely well-groomed, amiable and 
sincere. Bill works the bars, mainly the 
workingman’s bars because it’s easy to join 
a table and strike up a friendly 
conversation. Mary works the shopping 
centres and large department store

complexes, allegedly taking a survey. 

Bill and Mary select people for Friday 
night ‘opportunity meetings’, conducted 
by SCAM employees with scripts carefully 
prepared by. the company. Previous 
‘investors’, actually company employees 
and also well-rehearsed in what to say, are 
also present. Their purpose is to arrive in 
expensive cars, dress expensively, and 
flaunt their apparent success as if to say, 
‘Look what buying a SCAM distributorship 
has done for me!’ 

The SCAM plan is given the high-pres- 
sure sales pitch; there is no chance for 
failure; skeptics are merely stupid. An 
all-day session is kept at a fast pace, with 
no time to think about the ramifications of 
the plan; when the day-long excitement 
peaks prospects are encouraged to Sign a 
contract to distribute SCAM products. The 
investment is only $1000. The emphasis 
throughout the promotion has been the 
money to be made selling distributorships 
to other new investors. Selling the actual 
product has been virtually ignored. Big 
money was to be made only by an 
ever-increasing number of investors. 


The Hard Facts 


The average person, after purchasing his 
distributorship and finally having some 
time to think about what he’s done, will 
become rightfully worried. Without the 
charisma, or. training, or background of 
success in the product-distributorships, he 
is going to have a heek of a time 
persuading someone to invest a thousand 
dollars in something so tenuous. - 

Let’s see how it might happen. 

Bob and Joan, after an invitation from 
Bill and Mary, came out of a SCAM 
meeting as full fledged supervisors. They 
had each invested a thousand dollars, Bob 
from his life savings and Joan from the 
bank for ‘new furniture’, ( She had been 
carefully briefed by SCAM not to tell the 
bank the real reason for the loan.) 

Both had the ‘exclusive right’ to sell 
distributorships to others for $1000. as well 
as to sell SCAM products to the public. 
They weren’t interested in the product. 
There was no money in that. So they went 
looking for investors. 

Each $1000 they received from sales of 
distributorships was to be divided with 
SCAM promoters - in this case 50-50. In 
theory they could each realise $500 on the 
distributorships they sold and recover their 
investment by selling only two. The rest 


. was gravy. 


It's only real resemblance to gravy was 
the fact that it was murky and hard to see 
through. : ee 

The following chart shows how quickly > 
the scheme becomes impossible. This 
assumes only that each investor sells six 
distributorships per month, which doesn’t 
sound like a big deal, but whoaaa...it’s 
another version of the checkerboard trick.

Considering there are only some eight 
million people living in Ontario, it won't 
take long until either everybody is a SCAM 
distributor or else the system breaks down 
and someone at the top of the pile has 
made a lot of money. 

The chart also shows why the scheme is 
called a pyramid - the promoters are at the 
top of a pyramid-shaped flow of money. 
Dollars coming from later investors always 
flow upwards. 

And, while being at the top may result in 
your receiving a lot of money quickly. it is 
impossible to determine in the beginning 
just where in the pyramid you stand. 

In Bob and Joan’s case, however, . it 
didn't really matter.. After six months 
neither was able to sell a distributorship. 
They lacked the polish, they lacked the 
salesmanship. Most of all they lacked the 
confidence. 

They even resorted to trying to sell the 
product. They soon found the promised 
quality was no better than name brands, 
and the ‘bargain’ wholesale price was . 
much higher than for a similiar product on 
the supermarket shelf. 


The Sting 


They both tried to get their money back. 
They didn’t have a chance. The promoters 
sympathized but kept referring to the 
contract; No buy-back agreement. No 
refunds or even partial refunds, ‘Sue us”; 
they finally said. SCAM International was 
based in the United States. The helpless 
investors didn’t have a chance. 


What it Means 


The real message is Watch Out! If you're 
offered something that sounds too good to

Step Turn 


A step turn is a convenient way to 
change direction. It resembles a skate turn 
except that the distance, between steps are 
much shorter. 

With knees bent to assure good downhill 
control, place additional body weight on 
your heels. This will permit you to raise a 
ski tip without having to lift the ski entirely 
off the snow. 

Raise your right tip up and move it 
outwards ten centimetres or more, then put 
it down. Follow oan immediately with 
the left ski. Repeat with the right and again 
with the left. You have gradually moved to 
the right. 

The step turn involves shifting of weight 
from ski to ski. If the turn is wide enough, 
weight shift need not be instantaneous. In 
tighter turns it would be. 

Dependence upon poles is not overly 
important with this type of turn. Step 
turning can be done without les. 
Weighting and unweighting your skis are 
the only requirements. 


Skating on Skis 


If you have to cross lakes, ponds, rivers, 
flat fields or any other level area you may 
wish to try the skating technique. 

In some snow conditions skating on skis 
can be faster than double poling or 
diagonal striding. Skating on skis closely 
approximates the movements of a skater on 
ice. 

Just as you would transfer all your body 
weight from the kicking skate to the gliding 
skate, the same applies with your skis. For 
example, as you gain some cee spread 
your skis apart, angle your left ski’s inside 
edge downward and push off with all your 
weight and power. §uickly transfer your 
weight onto the forward and pte ski. As 
speed decreases, edge in and kick off from 
the right ski. For each kick, use both your 
poles to simultaneously accompany the 


ick. . 

Poling will further increase momentum 
and distance of each kick. Initial 
experiences with skating on skis can. be 
tiring. Gradually accustom yourself to the 
movement. It’s excellent for skiing on 
crusty snow. 

Skating can also be used to turn at high 
speed. Lifting your skis and transferring 
weight from ski to ski in brisk fashion can 


assist you to handle turns whether in or out.

A good forward glance is always 
important to help Pb ‘read’ the track and 
take advantage of dips, short turns, and 
small hills where proper technique used at 
exactly the right moment can increase 
speed and enjoyment of negotiating a 
track. é 

As a car must alter its. speed to meet 
changing traffic conditions, a skier must do 


the same over an ever-changin trail. 
Practice until you can easily alternate

will not speed up the heating process. The 
furnace can only produce so much heat at 
one time. 

Don't heat space you're not using. If you 
have a room that isn’t being used, shut off 
all or most of the heat and close the door. 
Send the heat to where it’s really needed. 

Take good care of your heating system. 

A dust-clogged filter means your system 
has to work harder and wastes fuel. A 
monthly vacuuming can extend normal 
filter life up to three months. Some 
‘*permanent-type”’ filters can be washed in 
cold water and re-used for more than one 
heating season. 

Keep heat registers and cold air returns 
clean and clear. Putting furnitufe over and 
in front of a heat source interferes with 
natural circulation and the hot air may 
discolour light fabrics and synthetics. 

A well-insulated home means an initial __ 
outlay of money to re-insulate or improve 
your home insulation, but it’s 
usually paid for in five years or less, 
through lower annual heating costs. A 
quick way to find out if your house needs 
extra in$ulation is to look outside. On a dull 
day, is the snow melting on the roof? If so, 
its an indication that heat is escaping and 
there isn’t enough insulation in the attic. If 
snow is disappearing from around the sides 
of the house on a cloudy day, the basement 
walls could be better insulated. 

Drawing the curtains is a form of 
insulation. Windows are a prime source of 
heat loss - and draperies can form a 
barrier. So on a sunny day, let the sun 
shine in! Take advantage of the sun’s

warmth to help heat a room. Keep drapes 
drawn on dull days and at night to keep 
heat in. 

The second most expensive item in your 
home energy budget is hot water heating. 
Here’s a few tips on how you can reduce 
that expense too. Again, insulation is a 
must. It can cut heat loss through walls of 


the hot water tank by eighty percent. Most 
modern tanks are insulate by an 


-wuninsulated one can have fire-resistant 


insulation batts or rolls wrapped around it. 
And those water pipes that normally run 
along the basement ceiling (which is the 
coolest part of the house) should also be 
insulated. Check with your building supply 
store beforehand to make sure your honre 
improvements are being done correctly and 
safely. . ; 

The average shower takes less hot water 
than the average bath.Try this experiment 
yourself - measure the depth of your next 
bath. Then next time, take a shower but 
remember to plug the bathtub drain before 
you start. When you’re finished, measure 
the depth with your yardstick again and 
compare. 

Even a dripping hot water tap or shower 
head can be a source of waste. One drop a 
second adds up to almost 175 gallons a 
month right down the drain. Replacing that 
worn-out tap washer can save you money.

passing parade of Lower Canadians. Life is 
tosy and hardships are played down in 
most of these paintings, sought after as 
story-telling souvenirs by the more 
privileged members of society. 
While ees ope and his contemporaries 
y 


were prim interested in ying 
people, their work inevitably reflects man 


aspects of the socail fabric of the 1 
century. The merchant whirls by in his 
elegant sleigh, the wood-cutter trudges to 
work, children make deliveries by dog-cart, 
and Indians meditate by their campfires. 
Costumes are lovingly. detailed and 
methods of transportation play an 
important role in scenes of outdoor life. 
Farming and eel hunting and 
marketing, logging and ice-cutting form a 
counterpoint to scenes of sleigh-racing and 
card-playing. | 
Among the earliest artists represented in 
the Exhibition, Life In Lower Canada are 
the British watercolour painters, James 
Peachey, a military surveyor in the 1780s 
and Deputy Postmaster-General Georg’ 
Heriot, who published his views in 1807. 
Before Krieghoff moved to Quebec, artists 
by the names of James Pattison Cockburn 
and Robert Clow Todd were painting sleigh 
scenes. The pituresque landscapes by 
William Henry Bartlett and John Richard 
Coke Smyth were being reproduced as 
prints which provided many an artist with 
inspiration. nr : 
When Krieghoff afrived in Montreal in 
the mid 1840s, he occupied a studio in the 
same building as Martin Somerville and 
adopted some of his Indian subjects. James 
Duncan, also included in this exhibition, 
once planned a ‘‘Panorama of Canada” 
together with Krieghoff. Alicia Killaly is 
said to haye studied under Krieghoff in 
Quebec in the 1860s and certainly copied 
some of his subjeCts. Later imitators were 
many and of varying talents. George H. 


Hughes of Montreal painted such close — 


copies of the figure studies in the 1870s 
that his signature has sometimes been 


defaced in order to pass his works off as . 


‘‘Krieghoffs’’. Other artists, both early 


und late, neither influenced nor copied’ 


Cornelius Krieghoff, but simply saw life in 
the same way and painted for a similar 
clientele. Seen together, these paintings 
form a narrative view of life in Lower 
Canada.
